NOT GETTING 
FAIR SHARE, 
HOGMEN TOLD 


Charles W. McInnis, president of 
Onterio Hog Producers ang guest 
speaker at the annual meeting of 
the Victoria County branch, “We 
hog producers are nét getting a 
fair share of the National income 
from our products’. The cost of 
production in our industrty is 
steadily rising and we are not get- 
ting a proper remuneration for 
our work.” 

“What ere other industries doing 
that we aro not?” he asked, “We 
must be concerned about our pro- 
duction programme,” he continued, 
adding, “We mmst produce Canada 
Pork Prodvets with quality, which 
fill demarg the highest price. We 
must be concerned about quality 
and the cost of prov.ding it. Now, 
when farm prices are lower, we 
must consider our marketing pro- 
gramme. It is not the govern- 
ment's duty to find an answer to 
our problems. But in ordinary 
marketing it is your responsibility 
ang mine. 

“What are we standing for in this 
marketing program? We must 
control the marketing of our pro- 
ducts by marketing to meet the 
situation which has developed. 

“In the Producers’ Co-operative, 
two million hog 7arcasses were 
greded last year, When we set up 
a iarketing agency we had a 100- 
million dollar industry without 
buying power. The packing house 
builds up a net work of buying 
power which taking 90 percent hogs 
direct to the plant, weakens our 
industry, Because of this buying by 
the packere our industry has no 
control over the delivery of our 
proauct, 

“Now we are counting on selling 
up yards so that all across Canada 
all hogs can be in a neutral position 
Hogs bought from these yards 
would have to bring a falr price. 
Of course there are problems. Pack- 
ers might dump surplus into these 
yards. 

“We have decided to carry 
through to Supreme Court on Mar- 
keting Legislation. When we get 
the authority from Federal or Pro- 
vinc!a] Government to sell direct. 
and market our products, 
packers wil not control prices. We 
shoulg have one large packing plant

Alleges Farmers’ Union Delegation 
Formed “Voting Block”, Dominated 
Victoria Hog Producers Meeting

Suggestion That Phone Bills 
Be Paid Quarterly Is Rejected 


Allegations of having arranged 
a “voting block” have been levelled 
against the Victoria County Farm- 
ers’ Union. A hog producers 
official alleges that a “voting 
block” reared its head at Tuesday's 
Lindsay meeting of the Victoria 
Hog Producers’ Association and the 
Hog Producers’ Co-operative. 

‘The secretary of the Hog Produ- 
cers’ Association, Mr. M H Winter, 
said that for the very first time @ 
Farmers’ Union representation 
made its appearance at the annual 
meeting, sume 50 persons strong. He 
deciared that union representatives 
were almost all hog producers from 
the Bury’s Grene district and the 
area north of Fenelon Falls. Their 
strength controlled the voting on 
issues, he stated. 

Mr. Winter said that normally 
there are abcut 50 members of the 
Hog Producers’ Association who at- 
tend these meetings to discuss their 
affairs, but that “over 100 people 
turned up and completely dominated 
the meeting.’ 

Mr Winter saig that the Assoct- 
ation haq agreed to grant $100. 
to the Viccoria Federation of Agri- 
culture in order to assist them 
with operating funds but he states 
that the members of the Farmers’ 
Union registered strong complaints, 
ana “forced the vote” so that the 
$100 grant iad to be split between 
the Federation and the Farmers’ 
Union, with each receiging $50. 

Mr Winter said that the Farmers’ 
Union is not sympathetic to the 
causes and efforts of the Hog Pro- 
ducers’ Association. He alleges that 
the Union does not want the Asso- 
ciation to continue its marketing 
through its present agencies, 

During the meeting, chairman N. 
R, Pilcher saiq to the representa- 
tives of the Farmers’ Union, “If you 
came here to fight hire another 
hall and fight. We came here to 
talk about pigs.”

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WHAT DOES THIS INDICATE? 

Whenever there is a fire in Lindsay it is customary 
for the Police Department to send representatives to the 
scene of the fire. This may or may not be wise in the 
light of a report contained in the Ontario Fire Marshal's 
“Quarterly Bulletin”, Here is the report and, even in 
these days of radio communication, it will be conceded 
that it provides food for thought: 

Fire Alarm Takes Away Police 

An Associated Press item dated December 7, 1955, 
from Lake Geneva, Wisconsin, shows in real life how a 
smart bank hold-up robber gets the police department 
out of the way when he wants to stage a bank robbery 
in a town where the police have fire department dut- 
ies. The item reads: “A gunman with a flair for de- 
tails welcomed nine employees of the First National 
Bank to work today. locked them in a vault one by one, 
and escaped with a packing box of currency estimated at 
more than $100,000. As other employees arrived, the 
gunman directed them into a vault used for storing re- 
cords. While waiting, he disconnected all but one 
telephone, and used that to turn in a false fire alarm, 
giving an address at the other end of this resort city. 
Customarily, Lake Geneva police accomnany the fire 
department on calls.” 


Others Say.. 


THE ONTARIO ECONOMIC SCENE 

The Bank of Montreal's “Business Review” pre- 
sents the following informative synopsis of the econom- 
ic outlook for the Province of Ontario. 

“Wholesale and retail trade has been comparatively 
quiet following the holiday season but December sales 
surpassed all previous records. A steady demand for 
merchandise was in evidence to Christmas Eve and a 
seasonable change to colder weather stimulated con- 
siderable interest in furs and winter sports equipment 
which had been lagging. Wholesalers expect to be 
busy restoring inventories of retailers whose stock be- 
came very low. Unemployment, usual at this season, is 
increasing but industry in general has not slackened. 
Steel continues in short supply; with automobile manu- 
facturers planning for high production levels and with 
increased demand from the construction and mining in- 
dustries the shortage is likely to continue. The effects 
of the strike in Oshawa, the second longest in the his- 
tory of automobile production in Canada, are now being 
felt in many feeder plants.”

BRIEFS INVITED 


THE ROYAL COMMISSION 
ON BROADCASTING 


will commence public hearings in 
Ottawa, on April 30th, 1956 


The Commission will welcome briefs from 
organizations, associations and individuals wishing 
to express their views with regard to radio and 
television broadcasting in Canada. All briefs must 
be in writing and must be addressed to the Secre- 
tary, Royal Commission on Broadcasting, Ottawa, 
Canada, not later than April 15th, 1956. At least 
thirty copies of each brief will be required by the 
Commission. 

Each organization. association or individual 
wishing to submit a brief should so inform the 
Secretary as early as possible and, in any event, 
not later than March Ist, in order that a pro- 
gramme of public hearings can he prepared and 
announced. The Commission plans to hold its 
public hearings at various points throughout 
Canada during the months of May and June and 
reserves the right to receive any submission either 
at public or at private hearings. 

Under the terms of Order in Council P.C. 1955- 
1796 of December 2nd, 1955, the Commission is 
directed to examine and make recommendations 
upon: 

(a) the policies to be followed by the Canadian 
Broadcasting Corporation in its television 
broadcasting activities and the relation of 
such policies to the finances of the Corpor- 
ation; 
the measures necessary to provide an ade- 
quate proportion of Canadian programmes 
for both public and private television 
broadcasting; 
the financial requirements of the Corpor- 
ation for television broadcasting and the 
relation of these to the extent, nature, 
standards and distribution of programmes; 
the financial requirements of the Corpor- 
ation for sound broadcasting in the light 
of the development of television and the 
growth of population im new areas of 
Canada; 
the manner in which the finances for the 
television and sound broadcasting opera- 
tions of the Corporation should be pro- 
vided and managed; 
the licensing and control of private tele- 
vision and sound broadcasting stations in 
the public Interest; and 
such other related matters as the Com- 
missioners consider should he included in 
reporting properly upon those specified.

MONSIGNOR J. V. McAULEY 

The death of Monsignor J. V. McAuley in Lind- 
say in the past week has taken from our midst a man 
who was much more than a monsignor in the Roman 
Catholic Church... . He was a very human individual 
who had the faculty of endearing himself to people of 
all faiths through the magnetism of his personality. 

A public-spirited citizen, he was always delighted 
to participate in community causes and his ready wit 
made him a welcome guest at many local functions. 
Perhaps his last participation in a public ceremony was 
at the time Radio Station CKLY, Lindsay, was officially 
opened. Those who heard him at that time were im- 
pressed with his remarks which, while emphasizing the 
responsibility attached to a public service enterprise, 
were the very essence of witty diplomacy. 

But above all other things the late Monsignor will 
be remembered for his kindly smile, cheery wave of the 
hand and his intent devotion to duty. He was the type 
of individual in whose presence one felt at ease and 
whose personality radiated good fellowship. 


TO STRENGTHEN THE HAND OF PARENTS 
Alderman Jean Newman of Toronto’s Board of 


Control observed last week that the establishment of a 
curfew in that city “might decrease vandalism in our 


parks and would strengthen the hand of a parent in 
these days when discipline is difficult. 

The last part of Ald. Newman’s statement is espec- 
ially significant and is as applicable in Lindsay as it is 
in Toronto or any other community. It indicates that 
the alderman has an insight into the problems con- 
fronting the parent who, in these days of over-extend- 
ed liberties among the youthful, tries to keep his (her) 
flock in check. 

The alderman must have been aware of the under- 
mining influence parents come up against these days 
while trying to impose curbs on the activities of their 
children .... by undermining we refer to the damaging 
effect to their cause which is wrought by children whose 
parents or guardians permit liberties which are not gen- 
erally held to be in children’s best interests thus putting 
a pressure On more responsible parents to do what their 
better judgment forbids. 

It is for the very reason the alderman cites that this 
paper has endorsed the enforcement of the curfew law 
existing in Lindsay ... to strengthen the hand of par- 
ents in these days when discipline is difficult. Law is 
still law, something to be obeyed. 


TO BE FOREWARNED 
CALLS FOR PREVENTIVE ACTION 

On Highway Seven at what is known as the “Dew 
Drop Inn Corner” there stands a fairly effective sign 
warning of ahazardouscurve. This sign, along with its 
twin at the curve in the highway one concession north, 
has only been in place for a short while but it is possible 
that it will have a marked effect in reducing the num- 
ber of accidents at this point. The “Dew Drop Inn” 
corner has been the scene of numerous motor car acci- 
dents over the years, some of them serious but most 
of them serious to the extent that they caused high- 
way crews a lot of work replacing ripped out guide posts 
and cable, and gave body repair shops something to re- 
pair. 

Another curve on Highway Seven in this immed- 
jate district is that one which swings through Reaboro. 
Several cars have been ditched here in recent times 
although the curve is not hard to negotiate if one is 
travelling at a moderate speed. But the fact remains 
that high-powered cars driven by people who fail to 
recognize that many of Ontario's highways were con- 
structed in a slower age, continue to over-shoot them 
or otherwise get into difficulty while rounding them. 

The warning signs at the “Dew Drop Inn” corner 
came after several accidents had occurred, hundreds of 
dollars damage had been done and at least one life snuf- 
fed out. Wouldn't it be more practical to take early pre- 
ventive action when danger points along the highway 
make themselves apparent? The cost of a single acci- 
dent would more than offset the cost of several warning 
signs. 


WINTER IN VICTORIA COUNTY 

The long unbroken spell of days filled with brilliant 
sunshine and magical moonlit nights which we have 
been enjoying in these parts has provided a wonderful 
opportunity for many people to enjoy beautiful winter 
scenery with which Victoria County is so bountifully 
endowed. 

It invariably surprises people unfamiliar with this 
county to discover what a vast and varied terrain it 
encompasses. And they are almost certain to be im- 
pressed with the great expanses of timbered and tillable 
land which are either uninhabited or only sparsely 
settled. It is possible, for example, to leave Lindsay at 
midday and travel all afternoon in a circuitous route 
extending upwards of 90 miles, all within the boundaries 
of the county, without retracing more than half a dozen 
miles, without leaving paved road, and without having 
seen but a small portion of this remarkable Victoria 
County. 

The route we refer to is that which runs from 
Lindsay to Cameron, Fenelon Falls, dips into Burnt 
River, then back to the highway and on to Kinmount, 
from there down to Bobcaygeon and back to Lindsay 
via Dunsford. The trip takes one from the rich farm- 
lands bordering Lindsay and now resting under a light 
blanket of snow, to the rugged rockbound forest lands 
of the pre-highland territory and back again. A pause 
at intervals along the way provides some refreshing 
views of exquisite winter landscapes and an insight 
into how our neighbors live. 

At Burnt River, for example, one can visit the Bow 
Lake Lumber Co., and view a veritable sea of logs which 
have been hauled from as far away as Atherley on the 
west, Carnarvon to the north and the Lake Catchacoma 
district on the east. The owner —Mr. Dancey — 
estimates there are upwards of 15,000 hardwood logs 
in huge skids at his millsite right now. When spring

and these logs 
and shoring 


comes his mill will surge with activity 
will be transformed into railway ties 
timber for mines. 

In the Burnt River area the scenery is unsurpassed 
and nature lovers can haye an entertaining time view- 
ing the frozen river at several points and speculating 
on the tracks made by wild animals as they cross and 
re-cross the snow-covered ice. 

At Kinmount these days a new bridge is being built 
and those who enjoy playing the role of “sidewalk 
superintendent” can spend a satisfying interval watch- 
ing the progress. There is never a dull moment either, 
because blasting occurs frequently as rock is blown out 
to make ready for the piers. A huge derrick which hoists 
steel plates into position is fascinating to watch and an 
inspection of the big coal-fired boiler which provides 
steam for some phases of the project will intrigue the 
mechanically-minded. 

Kinmount, by the way, is the extreme northeast 
point in Victoria County and is a village with a fiery 
past ——it has been almost completely destroyed by fire 
twice in recent years, each time to arise fresh and 
vigorous from the ashes. 

The trip back to Lindsay via Bobcaygeon takes the 
traveller through some of the most isolated territory in 
the county with dense woodland bordering the highway 
for much of the journey. It is striklingly beautiful in 
wintertime with its stately spruce, pine, white birch and 
hardwoods bordering the highway which, seen in the 
light of a setting sun, give the traveller new perspective 
and sense of tranquility not easily found in urban 
centres. 

And then there is Bobcaygeon, always an interest- 
ing village, the home of many of Victoria County’s 
pioneer settlers and the meeting place of two lakes — 
Sturgeon and Pigeon. Continuing entrancing land- 
scapes greet the eye as the highway winds, rises and 
dips through that undulating territory into Dunsford 
and on to Lindsay. 

Is it any wonder the people of this county are proud 
of their heritage and anticipate the future of it develop- 
ment with confidence? 


COST OF ILLNESS 

The most objectionable restriction, though not the 
only one, on medical deductions (from income for taxes) 
is the three per cent floor. The taxpayer can only de- 
duct those medical expenses which exceed three per cent 
of his gross income. 

The floor used to be four per cent. It was reduced 
slightly a few years ago. Now, the Federal Government 
should go all the way and wipe out the floor. 

Such a step would be widely welcomed, for medi- 
cal expenses so often coming unexpectedly, may add a 
severe and even crushing burden to the normal load on 
family finances. 


EXCEEDINGLY SMALL TALK 

Our little talk today concerns the reprehensible 
manner in which too many parents tend to shunt their 
youngsters aside. We must recognize that a child has 
needs which—not right now, Junior—call out for satis- 
faction, and the very least we, as adults, can do is give 
him or her the courtesy of interest in his overtures. 

Where else, I ask, can the small child turn when his 
little mind is pressing with a problem of moment to him, 
but which—daddy’s talking, sweetheart—but which, in 
our absorption with our own immediate interests and 
activities, we all too often turn aside brusquely or, 
worse yet, ignore entirely? 

In our role as wise—leave daddy’s trousers cuffs 
alone, dear—counselorgs to those precious youngsters 
who look eternally to us for guidance, we must never 
have the crassness, the harsh impoliteness. If you will, 
to turn aside their simple pleas—what is daddy’s cutie 
pie doing down there?—for a shred of our attention. 

What voice is more worthy of answer than the 
child’s who is calling out to us in the wilderness of his 
immature confusion? Can we truly call ourselves — 
close your mouth and roll daddy’s pants leg down, honey 
—honourable parents If we scorn the approaches of 
those who seek us out for participation Yeeow!

TREATMENT OF ACNE SCARS 

A subject that has roused a great 
deal of dicsussion among skin spe- 
cialists concerns he der--abrasion 
(rubbing or scraping the skin’ 
treatment for acne scars. In 1952 
@ method wags presented caled skin 
planing and seldom as a new 
treatment created so much mter- 
est. Some resolutely ceftised to 
approve the treatment while oth- 
ers were over enthusiastic abou: 
it. The method has since been tried 
and accepted by many dermatolo- 
gists throughout the country. Mod- 
ifications have been introduced and 
experiences recorded and nov a 
large enough number of cases have 
been observed over a long cnough 
period that some definite conclu- 
sions can be reached conceraing it 

In a report to the Committce on 
Cosmetics of the American Meai- 
cal Association it it pointed out 
that the widespread interes: mm this 
new technique for the ceatment 
of scars reveals the amazmg¢ im- 
portance of a scarred skin to 2 
person’; emotional] well-being. In 
the beginning, understandably, 
practically every patient who 
sought treatment for scars was 
treated. The limitations of the 
treatment were not fully realized 
and inevitably the treatment was 
Both abused and misused and most 
unfortunate were the uniiiv glow- 
ing accounts of the treitment that 
e@ppeared in sOme newspaptr and 
popular magazines. 

“The operation to flutten scars 
is a cosmetic (beautifying) pro- 
cedure, not a lifesaving cne: there- 
fore, careful selection of patients 
is as ethical a plan as it is wise. 
To treat a patient who expects a 
perfect result ts to invite unpleas- | 
ant consequences, because the -re- 
sults of treatment are usually good | 
rather than dramatic. Iz is un- 
wise also to treat unstable per- 
sons who attribute all of their in- 
adequacies to the scers. Results 
of treatment are more satisfactory 
on the face than on the chest, 
shoulders, back or neck Scars of | 
recent origin apparently respond 
better to the treatmeni than do 
old scars. We prefer, {cr the time | 
being, not to treat youngsters 
whose acne is still In the uctive | 
stage.” 

The results of treatment cenead 
to a great extent upon the skill of | 
the operator and the dcupth and | 
shape of the scars. Fis! surface 
Scars respond better than do deep- 
pitted so called ice-pick type of 
scars or the wide flat confluent 
(running together) sears thnt pro- 
duce a wavy appearance of the 
skin. Uunfortunately, the latter

Saturday Night”. His appreciation 
of the sincerity and amazing char- 
acteristics of this poet, whose short 
life ended at 37 years, was tang- 
ibly imparted to the. audience 
which was held spellbound. 

In describing Burns’ life as that 
of triumph on one hand, and trag- 
edy on the other, the speaker im- 
parted to his listeners, how in 37 
years of slavery in the peasant cat- 
egory this young genius in tearful 
verse and in his unique manner ex- 
emplified the great philosophy of 
human life, which applies for all 
time. This philosophy will fit any 
situation now as in those days, when 
peasantry had to bow down to aris- 


tocracy and its umreasorable au-| 


thority. In summing up, the speak- 
er eloquently established from the 
works of the great Scotsman that 
“deeds not birth make men.” 

“To-day”, he stated, “the im- 
mortal memory of Robert Burns is 
being commemorated in every cor- 
ner of the earth. His sincere, true 
philosophy of every phase of human 
Ife has set up echoes, which have 
rolled from soul to soul and will 
go on forever,” concluded the speak- 
er. 

Some 200, who attended this func- 
tion of ever-increasing popularity, 
came away, feeling that those kind- 
red spirits, who appreciate the old 
and ever-true philosophy of life, 
had not only dined on Haggis, but 
had “sipped from the nectar of the 
Gods.”

Finance Minis- 
ter Walter Harris presented his 
estimates totalling five-billion 42- 
millon dollars to the Commons yes- 
terday. 

To cover this outlay, Harris must 
find revenues from the present tax 
rates and other sources. Experienced 
observers say Harris can probably 
expect to ccver a good share of the 
increased expenditure with extra 
revenues received from the current 
rate of taxation. Such a move would 
Jeave little or no chance of tax cuts. 

From a political point of view, 
the Minister's most likely course of 
action. is to hold the tax line this 
year. And then hope to have room 
for an attractiv, tax cut in 1957, 
an election year. —BUP

At the January session of County 
Council, members were of the op-| 
inion that it might be advisable to 
pay fox bounties, and as a resulv 
have written to the counties of 
Peterborough, and Northumberland 
and Durham to learn what planus 
they have made along these lines. 
As the Council indicated, it would 
be impractical for Victoria to pay 
the bounty if the neighbouring 
counties did not follow suit. 

Mr. Gordon Bule, of the Lands 
and Forests Fish and Wildlife Man- 
agement said that the foxes are 
multiplying rapidly, and that their 
population should be “harvested” 
so that proper management could 
be maintained. He sald that the 
former bounty paid for foxes was 
| $3.00 and that this did not seem to 
provide much of an incentive to 
hunters. 

However, the County Council was 
of the opinion that if a higher 
bounty rate was paid, it might 
prove to be financially unsound for 
the County. 

Recently the County has made 
application to the Department of 
Lands and Forests for permission 
te shoot foxes and wolves from air- 
craft in areas where there are no 
toads or other means of entry. 


ONTARIO COUNTY 
CEASES BOUNTIES 

Long a matter of controversy in 
Ontario County, the $3 bounty paid 
for foxes, will be discontinued on 
Feb. Ist. A subject of many debates 
in the county council over the past 
years, the bounty was thrown out 
and will be paid only until the end 
of this month. 

Members learned that last year 
the county had paid bounties on 1,- 
515 foxes, or a total of $4,545. It was 
noted that neighbouring counties 
have also discontinued the bounty. 

In one phase of the discussion it 
Was Suggested that the 35 bounty 
on wolves also be discontinued. 
County Clerk William Manning ob- 
served that the province pays $10 
of that amount but stipulates that 
the counties must pay at least a 
$25 bounty on wolves. The wolf 
bounty will continue. 


Find Uranium Miners 
Prone To Lung Cancer 


Tcronto, Jan. 27 —(BUP) —A re- 
search director said in Toronto last 
night that cancer clinics may never 
find a cure for the disease but they 
will likely indicate new avenues for 
laboratory research. 

Dr A. J. Phillips of the National 
Cancer Institute said some of the 
clinical discoveries were that half 
the deaths of uranium miners in 
Schneberg and Joachimstal in 
Burope wers caused by lung cancer. 

Other research showed cancer a- 
mong English chimney sweeps was 
linked with soot irritation and that 
arsenic and chromate workers have 
a high incidence of lung cancer.

A 
tablespoonful of balanced plant 
food for each square foot of soil 
should be used. 


For most annual flowers, at 
least six hours of sun a day is 
necessary and this requires a 
south exposure. The best sub- 
jects are those of dwarf or 
trailing habit, the latter drooping 
festoons of bloom from the boxes. 
Petunias of the balcony type are 
excellent, as are the tall nastur~ 
tiums, the giant morning glories.

6,949.

Tribute To Mrs. 


Celebrating Her 88th Year 


Yelverton (PNS) 

“If with pleasure you are viewing 
Something good someone is doing, 

Tel her now. 

Don't withhold your admiration 

‘Till the preacher makes oration 

And she lies with lillies on her brow.

Inspiration was gained from the 
content of the preceeding poem 
to pay tribute to Yelverton’s most 
venerable citizen, Mrs. Harry Hen- 
ders, on the occasion of her 88th 
birthday. 

Way back in 1868, on January 
20th, to Mr. and Mrs Samuel Gibbs, 
of 8th line Manvers (west of Be- 
thany) a aaughter, Edith, was born. 
In later years down the road she 
trudged to Galloway's School which 
was then set up on posts, later to 
be remodelled and bricked. (It is 
still in use today). 

Romance entered her life, when 
she met her husband to be, Harry 
Henders, at the neighbours, Michael 
Sissons, where he Was 8 frequent 
caller. They were married in 1899 
and lived until retirement on their 
farm now owneg by Mr. Harold 
Stinson, of Yelverton. 

Mrs. Henders’ life. although she 
enjoyed many years of married life 
with her husband, kas had many 
brushes with tragedy Her only 
child, a daughter, Fern, died of 
ciptneria. Her husband died young, 
in 1922, an invalid for years follow- 
ing a stroke. Her mother, likewise 
g bereditar, proof of longevity liv- 
ing to a ripe 84, wa; her daughter's | 
care in her last years. 

Since 1929, Mrs. Herders has lived 
almost entirely alone (with the 
exception of the last few winters) 
managing her domicile, garden and 
lawns with the agility of a person 
half her age. 

Her home now at the four corners 
of Yelverton was situateq many 
years ago at the foot of Yelverton 
Hill but was moved to its present 
lJocation by the late Frank Porter, 
sold to Mr. George Ridg, and serv- 
ed 25 post office, general store and 
abooe. 

“Newery” as Yelverton was form- 
erly known was changed to “Yel- 
verton”, Mrs. Henders claimed, 
because of mix-ups with another 
Post Office of the same name. 

Mrs. Henders recalls when the 
properties, including the Clarke 
garage and Bristow residence, were 
still a wooclot, when the church 
shed adjoined the church to the 
west over to the slant road. 

Living across from the school she 
received more than her share of 
sick, gashed, cut, banged and bruls- 
ed roung bodies to administer first 
aid to. Has fed at a moment’s notice 
many a youth who had forgotten 
a lunch pail, hag calmeq many a 
troubled brow when “father” failed 
to pick them up at an appointed 
hour angq !s affectionately known by 
the monicker of “Aunt Edie” by all 
schoo] children. 

Mrs, Henaers claims the honour 
of cutting the first gress in the local 
cemetery with a lawnmower, She 
has given to the local church the 
same attention in keeping it spic 
and span when able, as she devoted 
to her own home. 

Few indeed too are the ministers 
who haye not over-indulged at the 
festive board in her domicile. Fewer 
still are the residents who have not 
been invited at some time to “take 
cff their yhings ang have a spot of 
tea Or a bite to eat” 

A‘though Mrs, Henders hag main- 
tained a most lively interest in all 
activities in the community she 
has managed two distant trips, one

continent. In Florida planting 
time is three months earlier than 
in Minnesota. 

This makes it impossible for 
gardeners throughout the country 
to celebrate a national garden 
week, which would fit the season 
in all states. 

To obtain action in unison by all 
who are interested in practicing 
and promoting home gardening, 
the American Council of Horticul- 
ture has devised a moving spring 
festival, known as Planting Time. 
which follows the sun as it travels 
north from January until March 


Based on records of the U. S. 
department of agriculture the 
country is divided into four zones. 
In each the average date of the 
last killing frost is approximately 
the same. One month before this 
date is selected as Planting Time 
in that zone. Seeds of hardy va- 
tieties may be sown; hardy plants 
may be transplanted; tender va- 
rieties may be started under pro- 
tection, and merchants of garden 
goods should make these avail- 
able to their customers. -

Editorial 


ON BUILDING GOODWILL 
FOR THE TOWN... 

We have been hearing much recently about the 
need for building goodwill for the Town of Lindsay 
and few people will deny that it is well for a town to be 
favorably regarded. In order to mer it the goodwill of 
those who visit the town it seems obvious that the first 
requisite would be to treat guests w ith courtesy, making 
their visit as pleasant as possible within the bounds of 


sincerity. 

Those who are working toward this end must have 
been somewhat concerned on Saturday to read that 
Lindsay had extracted from motorists (many of whom 
may have been visitors to town) the sum of $2,190 in 
fines for violating its parking meter bylaw. Parking 
meter fines average about one dollar each if paid with- 
out allowing the matter to go to court in which costs 
might be added. Assuming that these fines did aver- 
age one dollar each, we are confronted with the fact 
that approximately 2,290 people retain memories of 
Lindsay which probably wouldn't be classified under 
the heading of goodwill. 

We believe a very important fact is being lost sight 
of in the continued use of parking meters in Lindsay 
and it is just this: While the automobile has provided 
the town with this added source of revenue, it could 
also be the means of transporting people and their 
business elsewhere. 

Would it not be much more apt to contribute to 
goodwill if we were to make an honest attempt to pro- 
vide every courtesy to Lindsay visitors? Shouldn't we 
be delighted to see the main street and all adjoining 
downtown streets lined with cars, knowing that by 
providing free parking accommodation we were en- 
couraging people to make Lindsay a place to enjoy vis- 
iting, a place where they feel genuinely welcome? Have 
you ever seen a parking meter bring a smile to a visitor's 
face?

Editorial 


POPULAR PARKING LOT PLAN 

Lindsay's Council has taken popular action this 
week by adopting a comprehensive plan to provide 
better parking accommodation for motorists visiting the 
county town. 

The newly-endorsed plan provides for the acquisi- 
tion of a spacious tract of land offered for sale by Col. 
R. L. Moore at what valuators term a generoug price of 
$15,000. This land abuts on property now controlled 
by the town which will supplement it with additional 
valuable parking space. This lot fronts on Cambridge St. 
north. ; 

It also provides for the cooperative development 
of parking lot space south of the Bank of Montreal, 
extending from York Street on the east to William St. 
on the west. The plan further calls for the encourage- 
ment of parking lot development on property now own- 
ed by the Shell Oil Co. and the exploration of possible 
development of other available downtown sites now 
under consideration. 

The plan will likely be popularly acclaimed for three 
main reasons (1) It will provide alternate parking at 
several points in the downtown area (2) It will ensure 
long-term accommodation, thus eliminating the annoy- 
ing problem of constantly “feeding” short-term meters 
and (3) It doesn’t necessitate destruction of existing 
housing, an unpopular feature of the Russell St. pro- 
posal advanced late last fall, well-intentioned as it was. 

It is encouraging to note that there are several 
members of Council, including the Mayor, who are dis- 
posed to make the proposed accommodation available at 
as reasonable a cost to the user as is possible. In this 
respect we would commend to the Council for consider- 
ation the idea of operating the lots by the parking gate 
method rather than by individual meters. Under this 
system a prescribed fee is deposited with an automatic 
coin collector at the entrance, the gate raises and the 
vehicle s through. This should contribute to 
lower maintenance costs and assured uniformtiy of 
treatment. It should also help to eliminate the prob- 
Jem created by the wide variation in vehicle dimensions, 
The meter system is very inflexible in this respect and 
much valuable parking space is lost because the meter 
stall automatically awards so much area. 

The idea of making long-term parking accommoda- 
tion available at a lower rate appeals because it should, 
as some councillors have observed, keep main street 
meters available to the drivers only pausing briefly. 

Only one phase of the proposals is concerning at 
this stage. This has to do with the proposed Shell Oil 
lot. It was mentioned at Monday’s Council meeting 
that merchants in the eastern main street shopping 
zone were planning to finance this themselves, a com- 
mendable gesture but an unfair one if the town is assum- 
ing responsibility elsewhere. 

Returning for a moment to the original Russell St. 
proposal, it would seem that there is much valuable 
space available there which could still be utilized to the 
benefit of the people in that area in conjunction with the 
overall plan. 

While there appears to be some stipulation in muni- 
cipal regulations which calls for town-owned parking 
lots to be self-liquidating, we would urge that “adequate 
parking al minimum cost” be the objective of Council. 
Lindsay could render a valuable service and enhance 
its reputation by providing parking accommodation at

a cost to the travelling public below that of other 
centres. If the venture in municipal parking lots is un- 
dertaken in the spirit of providing “maximum service at 


minimum cost” success should be assured 
May we look forward to the day when a penny will 
purchase parking time that now costs five cents?

Damaging Waste Products 


Hydrant Delay 
Problem Being 
Overcome--Ald. 


Alderman William McCrae, as 
chaiyman of Lindsay's Fire Com- 
mittee, presented 4 detailed report 
to Lindsay’s Council Monday night, 
aNd reported on various charges 
whick had been levelled against 
the fire department regarding 
methods used in fighting recent 
fires. 

Mr, McCrae, in reporting on a 
house fire on Sussex St. S. stated 
that “after a fall investigation. it 
was found that there was a slight 
delay at the hydrant at the time of 
the fire, but not as lengthy as had 
been charged at the time.” 

“Your committee has taken the 
necessary steps to see that this does 
not occur again and the Fire Mer- 
shall’s department are giving all 
of Lindsay's firemen a test ang any 
promotions will depend on the re- 
sults of this test, as will seniority. 

FIRE BELL 
“Your committee has made 
several suggestions to the Fire 

Chief which we fee] should help 

to improve conditions. One is 

that the fire bell atop the fire 
hall will be rung when the volun- 
teers are to be called out during 
th, daytime, so that any volunteer 
on the street will not have to be 
located by telephone. We are 
also asking into the price of 
haying an automatle sprinkler 
alarm attached in the police office. 
tT is definitely necessary for 
police protection during a large fire. 
so that cars can be kept off the 
road and fire trucks can manoeuvre 
around the street in the laying of 
hose, etc. 

“A new fire by-law has been 
passed by Council, and I would 
suggest that the press obtain a 
copy of this by-law and re-print 
sections which might be of interest 
to the ratepayers.” 


Alderman Joseph Holtom, as 
chairman of the Boarg of Works was 
commended by M2yor Hick at 
Mozcay’s Council meeting for the 
detailed report he presented on the 
iecent meeting of his advisory 
committee, and for the expeditious 
way in which business apparently 
had been transacted. 

There was much discussion, ac- 
cording to the report, on the Lindsay 
sewege situation, and several 
Tecommendations . and proposals 
were brought forth

The town engineer was instructed 
ta contact Visking Ltd., for a report 
on the findings of tests which had 
been recentl, made cn the sewage 
from that plant, which had been 
requested earlier b, the Board of 
Works committee. ~ 

Mayor Hiok sugzested to the 
members that g public meeting be 


hhelg with Counci] and the repre- 
sentatives of the forn’s industry to 
discuss sewage disposal within the 
town. 

_ The engineer was also instructed 
ta contact the owners of the Lindsay 
Woollen Mill to discuss their sewage 
waste to town sewers. 

The matter of culverts was also 
discussed, and it was recommended 
that culverts be of 2 regulation size, 
anq that since the government pays 
80 per cent of the cost of culverts, 
the property owners involyeg in 2 
culvert installation should pay $10 
to $20 up to 20 per cent of the cost.

It means that March is coming, and the equinox, and 
the buds and the leaves and spring itself. It means 
that winter has an ending. And all the ice on the river, 
all the cold in the thermometer can’t check it when the 
time comes, 

We see the sun rising a bit earlier, setting each day a 
bit later, and we know the old earth is turning as usual, 
on its axis and in its orbit. We see the moon following 
its phases. We see the pines and the hemlocks on the 
rocky hillsides, shrugging off the snow and sheltering 
grouse and chickadees. Things are in order, and we 
know it. But it isn't until the sap begins to rise that 
we really feelit. There is the substance of knowledge, 
but there is the essence of belief which must rise from 
inside; it, too, has its season. 

You have to be sick to know you will recover. You 
have to be cold to appreciate the warmth. Maybe you 
can best believe in the change that is spring when you 
are most in need of it. Certainly there are few enough 
signs of spring when the sap begins to moye. But some- 
thing happens down at the roots and there is the re- 
sponse. Snow and ice and sleet and biting cold, and in 
their midst comes a warm day and there issap. And you 
know that winter's days are numbered. It’s as simple as 
that. You know. And from there on you look ahead, 
confident. Sap rises and hopes becomes certainty.

This bridge not only takes the traf- 
fic on the new highway—No. 12 from 
Fenelon Falls to Haliburton—but 
also the Monk road traffic from 
Orillia to Bancroft.

the money he could from you." 

Tn the Public Relations section | 
of the Journal of the American 
Medical Association, from which I 
have quoted the above, it is pointed 
out lo physicians that the good will 
and friendship of patients are not 
won in hurried five-minute Inter- 
views and that often a physician 
must work hard to cultivate the 
gentle, interested and reassuring 
manner that patients expect. This 
ig no easy task when the physician 
is feeling the pressure of q busy 
practice and a demanding schedule. 
Patients want and expect person- 
nilzed treatment and my readers 
may be interested jn some of the 
physician's suggstlons. 

One physician points out thay the 
complaint, perhaps minor to the | 
doctor, {5 major to the patient. Fre- | 
quently, listening patiently ang ma- 
king a carefu) examination means 
more to the patient than the drug

It should be suspected 
when the eyes are sensitive to light, 
mild cold symptoms especially snee- | 
zing, fever, throat and checks at 
the margin of the gums have small | 
red areas with white spots in the 
center. There is a fine rash about 
five days after the first symptoms 
appear. You should call your doc- 
tor. Keep the child warm, in bed 
and on g light diet and give fluids 
As with German measles, protect | 
the eyes from too bright light and | 
strain. Protect the child from con- | 
tact with anybody having a cold | 
as Cold germs lead to complications. 

Your doctor can give medication j 
for cough, if necessary and some- 
times give sulfa drues or antibiotics 
to ward off complications. Gamma 
globulin injections may speed re- 
covery even if delayed until after 
first symptoms appear. The dur- 
ation of measles js usually two 
weeks, in bed. The disease is con- 
tagious from the time the first symp- 
tome appear until four or five days 
after the rash appears. Possible 
complications are bronchitis, pneu- | 
monia, eay infections, involvement 
of the central nervous system (en- 
cephalitis),

M- George Hodgson of Lindsay, 
apueareg before Lindsay’s Council | 
aS a delegation representing the 
Lindsay Film Council. He requested 
tnat when Council is preparing the 
1956 budget, they consider grant- 
ing & sum of money to the Film 
Council to aid in the purchase of | 
@ new projector and screen. | 

Mr Hodgson said that this is | 
the ninth year of operation for the 
Film Council, and that income does 
not cover capital cost. He explained 
that all films are educational, and 
that the Film Counci: supplies and 
trams projectionists. He said he 
felt that the Council should be 
classified under the Public Library. 
and that they buy about 15 new films 
per month for showing. 

“This present projector we are 
using is worn out now, and has 
received considerable repairs and 
maintenance. Over 10,000 people 
have seen films via this machine. 
A new projector would cost about 
$600, and we ask that Council con- 
sider bearing half the cost of the 
new equipment.” 

Mr. Hodgson pointed out that} 
meinbership to the Film Council is 
about 55 members who pay $5.00 per | 
year. He stated that for this they 
can borrow the projector and films 
whenever available.

BURNED OUT TERRACE, FACTORY 
MAY BECOME TOWN PARKING LOT 


Lindsay’s Council literally took the “bull by the 
horns” on Monday night when the parking lot question 


arose again, and they purch 


ased, in principle, a parking 


lot for $15,000 and expect, if all goes well, and with the 
approval of the Ontario Municipal Board to have it in 


operation by late spring. 

Alderman W. S. W. Breese 
brought up the matter when he} 
yead a letter from Col R. I Moore 
which offered to sell to the town | 
the former terrace; on Cambridge 
St. N. which wer, destroyed by 
fire, and the former Candy Stick 
factory to the rear of the demolished 
hhouses. The letter offereg the pro- 
perties for $15,000 and a 40-day 
option was given. 

Mr Breese told Council that the 
town engineer hag locked over the | 
situation ang estimateq that there 
would be an additonal cost of 
about $4,500 to clear up the property | 
and prepare it for use. excluding” 
the cost of pavias. Assessment 
Commissioner Harold Baty had, it 
Was revealed, been consulted and 
consicered the price excelint. | 

M> Breese pointed out that the 
area on Cambridge St. was 82 feet 
by 102 feet, plus the factory area 
of 33 by 100 feet, plus the property 
already owned by the town to the 
rear Of theSe areas of 60 by 100 
feet He estimated that this would 
hold well over 100 cars, although he 
urged a survey be mad, by a@ spe- 
Cialist. 

However, he saig that there woulq 
be some criticism from some people 
who did not like the idea of the 
jot being at one end of the town, 
but he stated that Alderman Mai- 
dens had some plans for another 
lot which would be discussed. Mr. 
Breese pointed out that the Moore 
property woulq involve the demoli- 
tion of no houses, 2s did a previous 
plan for a lot on Russell St. 

Msyor Hick remindeq the mem- 
bers the lot woulg huve te be pur- 
chased with the approval of the 
Ontario Municipal Board and must, 
he believed, be self-Jiquidating in 
order to receive the debentures to 
pay for it. His Worship said he 
imagined meters might be necessary 
in due course, but that free parking 
might be possible for , while. or at 
least until the lot was paved, re- 
venue from existing meters to be 
used to carry the venture 

Deputy-reeve Greaves said she 
felt that even if it was later found 
that this property was not entirely 
suitable for a parking lot it would 
be most desirable tor the town to 
own, since it is so close to the muni- 
cipal offices, 

Alderman Holtom urged that a 
representative from the parking | 
meter companies be called in to 
make a survey of the situation. 

Entrances and exits came up next 
for discussion and Mayor Hick said 
he thought that both the entrance 
and exit should be on Cambridge 
St. in order to eliminate a main- 
tenance problem of the various 
laneways leading into the lot area. 

Alderman Bruce Mnidens explain- 
ed his plans for another additional 
parking lot for whicn he is nego- 
ating for the town. He pointed 
out that whether or not people 
want parking meters, there is still 
mo more room to park on Kent’St., 
and the adjacent side streets. 

SECOND PLAN 
“T am working on a plan to

provide a parking lot south of the 
Bank of Montreal extending from 
York St. to William St., with an area 


| of 51 feet by 210. I am also dicker- 


ing for some property behind the 
A and P Store, which is owned by 
an estate and beneficiaries. This 
is 46 by 30 feet. We could put 
quite a few cars in there when it's 
fixed up and incorporate it with 
the Bank of Montreal lot.

Ald FOUND: “In conversation 
with Col. Moore, this matter came 
up abd I was told 1 could sell the 
property through m¥ company at 
almost double this price ($25,000) 
so I think he has made the town 
& vers generoug offer. 

“I'm opposed to putting a lot at 
One end of town and not the other. 
lf lots can be acquired without 
charging as much as we do on Kent 
St. it would be fayourable, bit 
we should definitely offer cheaper 
parking OFF Kent St. with half- 
price meters possibly.

Our Own and Other Opinions 


OF SPECIAL INTEREST 
TO DISTRICT PEOPLE 

Mr. B. G. Burton, president of Simpsons Limited 
has commented on two matters which have a particular 
interest for the shops and shoppers of Lindsay and 
district. 

Hours of sale bylaws have frequently come under 
fire in Lindsay and it is significant that a man of Mr. 
Burton’s merchandising stature suggests that many of 
these laws are antiquated. Here are bis remarks on 
this subject: 

“T predict evening shopping will become the custom 
in more and more cities, but the trend is hampered in 
many municipalities by ‘antiquated” store-hours legis- 
lation. He said much of this legislation was passed 
originally to protect workers, but is no longer necessary 
in view of existing labor codes, He said evening shop- 
ping in the modern department store does not mean 
longer hours for employees since hours are arranged so 
no employee works more than eight hours a day or five 
days a week.” 

Laws which control prices were also under fire by 
the Simpsons president and he declared: “I am opposed 
to both the fair trade laws in the U. S. which force re- 
sale price maintenance, and the law in Canada designed 
to prohibit it. I would like to suggest that both 
countries are wrong, and that no legislation on this 
subject is desirable or necessary and that the resulting 
price level to the consumer would be very much the 
same as we have today. Keen competition at the manu- 
facturing and retail levels precludes the need for 
legislation.” 

We, in Lindsay, have not a great deal of voice in 
federal policy regarding price determination of manu- 
factured products but it does no harm to let our federal 
representative have an expression of opinion. On the 
other hand we have all the say in the matter of store 
shopping hours and this, we believe, is due for some 
revision in the light of shopping tren‘s. 


AGE, EMPLOYMENT AND 
SOME RELATED FACTORS 

There is one thing which United States and Can- 
ada have in common and that is a growing number of 
older people. The two nations also face the common 
task of finding answers to some of the problems which 
an increasingly large number of older people present. 
An interesting study on the economic needs of the old- 
er people of New York State has just been made public 
and, since it is reasonable to assume that many of the 
problems facing older people there closely paralle] those 
confronting older Canadians, it is interesting to study 
the findings of the “Twentieth Century Fund” report 
which has been submitted by Governor Harriman. Here 
are some of the findings which are most pertinent to 
the Canadian scene: 

“The fund finds that over three-quarters of those 
over 65 have no income at all, or less than $1,000 a year, 
while about two-thirds receive no benefits either from 
Social Security or related private and public retirement 
plans. Then, too, their health adds to their economic 
problems. People 65 and over have almost twice as 
many disabling illnesses as those between 16 and 54 and 
they are disabled, on the average, twice as long each 
time. On the encouraging side, however, is the fund’s 
estimate that one-third of the oldest group are either 
at work themselves or are wives of those who work. 

“The Twentieth Century Fund report serves a 
useful purpose in emphasizing the responsibility of in- 
dividuals in meeting their own problems of later life 
and that of employers in relation to older people. The 
fund wisely emphasizes the work capacity of older peo- 
ple and how best it may be realized—both to their own 
advantage and that of society as a whole. The fund’s 
Teport opposes age limits on hiring and also compulsory 
retirement at a specific age and urges greater opportun- 
ities for productive employment of older people who can 
and want to work. These and other specific propos- 
als of the fund add impressive weight to the growing 
accent on the aging.” 

In the light of available information it hecomes 
increasingly apparent that there is urgent need of re- 
vising our attitude toward the people in our midst of 
mature years and invaluable experience. More and 
more people are coming to realize that pension schemes 
which force people to retire while still in good physical 
condition are most desirable in youth . . . their appeal 
to many fades with retirement’s approach. Likewise 
we cannot fail to question the wisdom of “‘pensioning 
off” a person who has spent years accumulating know- 
ledge which could not be come by except through ex- 
perience, just because they haye attained a certain 
chronological age. What factor is there in the busi- 
ness of living which is more valuable than experience 
... how else can one acquire skill, patience, tolerance, 
character and, in fact, the basic know-how of life ex- 
cept by experience, which in turn can only be acquired 
by living for many years? 

We believe this country should make haste to 
revise its attitude toward those who have attained years 
of experience and wisdom, and welcome the continuing 
endeavours of older people who wish to stay on the job. 
In every issue of the press there are numerous examples 
of the fine contributions made to the world by people 
who, if some factions had their way, would long ago 
have been regarded as “old fogeys’ and retired to the 
benches. Consider for a moment the achievements and 
formidable contributions to progress which have been 
made in recent times by men of ovyer-retirement age 
_., Thomas Edison did important research in advanc- 


ing years as did Albert Hinstein. George Ber- 
nard Shaw contributed mueh to the literary world 


when he was an old man by modern standards and Jan 
Sibelius, a man of many years, is still a musical genius 
to be reckoned with, Consider, also, the remarkable at- 
tainments in late life of the internationally known hum- 
anitarian, Albert Schweitzer. Do these men 
reasons for retiring at a predetermined aze which does 
not reckon with mental and physical powers?

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THESE WORDS SHOULD FALL 
ON ATTENTIVE EARS 

Writing on the subject “Natural secrecy a right of 
every human being”, James Cardinal McGuigan of Tor- 
onto touches on the subject of news presentation in a 
manner which no‘doubt interested thoughtful newspaper 
people and the reading public to considerable degree, 
We were particularly impressed with what the cardinal 
wrote because it put into words that which we have al- 
ways felt and tried to adhere to in reporting the news, 
There are those who will perhaps not agree with what 
is written, others who may think the standard would be 
unattainably high, but few who will deny that it would 
make for a press which would be the pride of any nation. 

Here, in part is what Cardinal McGuigan writes: 

“dt is never lawful to violate a secret by unjust 
means, such as burglarly, eavesdropping, opening the 
letters of others, ete. A good end does not necessarily 
justify delving into the sacred realm of personal secrets. 
Even if one is a criminal, he retains the natural right to 
many of his secrets. 

“Among such we can think of the right each has to 
his good name and reputation, Though a man do wrong, 
we must touch his good name only with the greatest del- 
icacy and Christian charity. _ His evil deed does not give 
the public at large the right to pry into every nook and 
crany of his personal life and family. It does not grant 
those great disseminators of public events, which we 
call the daily newspaper, the right to publish indiserim- 
inately the muck and dirt of the criminal m1 or the 
unpleasant activites of the pervert. 

Prudence Needed 

“Such may at times be news to which the public 
has a right, but then it must always be presented with 
extreme care and prudence. How disgusting it is today 
to see entire papers doing nothing but exploit the sordi- 
ness of human misery for their own monetary gain, 
catering to the morbid curiosity of their readers. 

“Tt ig even more disturbing to note a similar trend 
in the more dignified of our newspapers, which are not 
averse to making great headlines about the pitiful per- 
versions of some sad citizen. Is it not time to protest 
against this trend in journalism which, under the guise 
of offering news fit for public presentation, instead, 
forces into the intimacy of our own homes and under the 
gaze of our loyely wives and innocent children, all the 
brutalities, horrors and unspeakable admonitions of 
human wretchedness and crime—and this sometimes 
not after proof and judicial condemnation, but on mere 
suspicion? 

“There might be some justification for these pub- 
lications if this were done soberly and maturely. On 
the contrary, it is done with a vulgarity and lack of taste 
which not only offends the natural right to a good repu- 
tation of the unfortunate victims involved but shocks 
the sensibilities of any decent Christian reader. Justice 
and charity are sacrificed on the altar of gain. 

“Ts it not time that the upright Christians of a 
Christian civilization agitate for a news press which will 
take for its guiding principles the urgent advice of St. 
Paul to the Bphesians (y. 3-4) “... but fornication and 
all uncleanliness, sr covetousness, let it not so much as 
be-named among you, as becometh saints: or obscenity, 
or foolish talking, or scurrility, whch is to no purpose 
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TO YOUR GOOD HEALTH 

Only the sick really value health. The healthy usu- 
ally take their fortunate condition for granted. If only 
to remind us of the importance of good health and of 
“the part each can play in promoting and preserving 
physical, mental and social well-being.” National Health 
Week performs a service. 

This is the week that brings attention to the pro- 
fessional health workers, the voluntary health agencies 
and governments, who co-operate to improve the health 
ofthe nation. The success of the Salk vaccine program 
in this country is proof of the efficiency with which the 
various health authorities work together. Simple 
gratitude should impel us to give thanks for this cireum- 
stance. 

National Health Week appeals to the individual 
who, in considerable measure, is the guardian of his 
health. Whatever health authorities may accomplish, 
they are powerless without the individual's observance 
of the rules of immunization, good nutrition, mental and 
physical hygiene and accident prevention. 

Health habits help to maintain well-being. The 
value of personal cleanliness, “a good hot breakfast,” 
and visits to the physician when an ailment persists are 
inestimable. 

The Canadian Medical Association sees accident 
prevention as an important reminder this year. While 
many areas progress has been made in reducing disa- 
bilities, in traffic the toll mounts, One good health 
habit is to observe traffic rules. 

In schools and from pulpits, at service clubs and 
theatres, the health gospel will be spread this week. 
The activities are sponsored by the Iealth League of 
Canada. It is to be congratulated for educating the 
public in the preservation of an important national 
asset—good health. —The Telegram

The speech consultant at Toronto's 
Hospita) for Sick Children recently 
described speech as “the expression 
of that part of our personality which

Anthony Bowie told a meeting of 
the Toronto Nursery Education As- 
sociittion nobody can make a child 
talk, But parents cin make a child 
more secure so that he will talk 
mory willingly. 

For security, Bowie says the child 
needs parents who are at peace with 
themselves and the world. He needs 
to be able to rely on a routine of 
living . . . though ‘his should not 
te toc rigid. 

If s child is to speak, he needs to 
be talked with and listeneq to. Bowle 
says most small children have 
speech difficulties wien their minds 
are working faster than their ton- 
gues A child should never be 
directly corrected, told to speak 
more slowly or interrupted with 
a correction. Parents. the speech 
expert says, help most by pronoun- 
cing the words clearly themselves.

IN CHECK 
IS PLEA 


“The rabies situation in the Lind- 
say district right now is definitely 
bad, and is becoming more serious 
each day. We have been receiving 
a great number of reports from 
Dunsford, Kinmount, Sturgeon Lake 
and other points where rabid foxes 
and dogs have been seen or de- 
stroyed.”

This statement was made today 
by Fish and Wildlife Supervisor 
Gordon Buie of the Department of 
Lands and Forests at Lindsay, who 
was commenting on a Federal gov- 
ernment ruling released Thursday 
night stating that a free vaccina- 
tion centre is to be set up in Lind- 
say in order to help check the rapid 
spread of rabies. 
eee 
Mr. Buie said that the rabies sit- 
uation has reached more than “just 
the occasional report” and appears 
to be breaking out in many places 
locally. “It's a matter to be ser- 
iously concerned about, and I urge 
all owners of domestic animals to 
keep their pets indoors or tied up, 
since rabies infection is almost al- 
ways fatal to both man and beast.” 
ece 
The free vaccination set-up will 
be used also in the Pembroke and 
Petawawa districts where rabies 
has also broken out. It was point- 
ed out in a government report that 
recently in Northern Ontario there 
were 15,000 dogs vaccinated and 
none of these: became infected.  f} 
eee 
The report goes on to say that 
“vaccination of dogs and cats is 
aimed at stopping the infection be- 
fore it spreads from wildlife and 
infects animal pets. Humans bitten 
by rabid dogs or cats can contact 
hydrophobia.”

Mr. Buie said that the opening 
date of the free vaccination centre 
will be announced as soon as it is 
known, and that in all probability 
@ mass vaccination program will 
start at once, with pet owners bring- 
ing their animals in for treatment.

The most recent report of rabies 
was on Thursday when a rabid fox 
was seen on Sturgeon Lake, and an- 
other near Kinmount.

Ice Fishermen Flushed 


In Buckhorn 


About a dozen ice fishermen were 
flushed from huts and fishing holes 
on Buckhorn lake by a department 
of lands and forests patrol plane at 
noon last Wednesday. 

Aircraft CF-ODE, piloted by 
veteran Charles Le Feuvre and 
with three observers aboard, swoop- 
ed down to about 200 feet over the 
lake ice and surprised the law- 
breakers.

Considerable oppositicn to a sug-

Jace, president of the Ontario 
County Hog Producers Association, 
He unfolded a scheme whereby, 
the Ontario County H.P. are seek- 
ing to establish their awn packing 
plants with the outstanding success 
of the privately owned packing 
plant at Barrie in mind. 

Hogs could be processed and scld. 
By deducting $1 per carcass it 1s 
thought that ample faunas could be 
established to build a packing 
plant.

ist China urges Canadians 


not to “live in a fool’s para- 


dise.” He says that Communism in China is more 


than a political party... 


it is a religion and must be 


battled on a spiritual as well as a political front. 


Mr Clare Scratch was speaking at 
Lindsay's Calvary Temple last 
weekend, and showing films. From 
his experiences in concentration 
camp and working behind the Iron 
Curtain. Mr. Scratch drew many 
yivid pictures to illustrate his ser- 
rsons, The minister estimates 
there are only 5,000,000 Chinese who 
are Communists. The minority 
controls the redio, press, army and 
police, forcing the others into their 
ways, he said. 

“They're ruthless in their methods 
of dealing with their opponents. 
Tye seen them take truck-loads of 
people away to be exterminated, 
liquiaeted.” 

Returned To China 


Mr. Scratch left Caneda 10 years | 
ago for China, where he took up 


missionary work. He was interned 
ty the Japanese for a short time 
quting World War Two and returned 
to this country in 1943 In 1945 
he went back to China where he 
stayed until ousted by the Reds @ 
year ang a half ago. He and his 
wife then went to India where he 
took a position with the Christian 
Children’s Fund, Inc. 

When he returned to China eight 
syears ago, Mr. Scratch became as5- 
societed with the Church World 
Service, , church rellef organizat- 
jon, as field manager. He travelled 
widely in this position and had his 
first brush with Communism at that 
time. 

“I was terrifically impressed by 


it," he sald. “I thought it would do | 


great things for China.” 

Tt was while staying in Fuchow, 
49 minutes air time from Formosa, 
that Mr. Scratch saw just what 
Communism would do for China. 
“Fuchow wag 2 very old city,” he 
stated, “and, like most cities its 
age, it was run down. While walking 
down the street one day { saw how 
the Communists had cleaned it up, 
brighteneg it up. Then it struck 
me. This was what the Chinese 
needed. But it was costing them 


topo much, 1 wes costing them their 


Iberty.” 
Poor Government 


He claimed the former Chinese 


government was poor for the coun- 
try and exceedinly corrupt. “General 
Chiang Kal Shek was a good man, 


but practically g too in the hands 
of unscrupulous profiteers.” he said. 
However, Mr. Scratch believed that 


90 per cent of the Chinese populace 


would welcome the old government 


back, if they could get it. 


“We can’t and mustn’t Ive in a 
fool's paradise,” he said ,“Chinese

| and Russia has g great deal to say 
in the affairs of China. Communism 
is not just a political party. It’s a 
religion.

Commenting on the Communist 
army he said, “It is one of the 
finest disciplined armies I've ever 
seen.” He explaineq that if a 
member of the army borrowed a 
bucket from someone he returned 
| it. If 4 was damaged he paid for 
it 

The Reds left the missionaries 
“coldly and strictly alone.” The 
trouble began when the political 
agents followed the army in, “they 
are the boys that really put the 
heat on,” Mr. Scratch said. 

Suspected As Spies 

“The Communists then became 
convinceq we were spies.” At that 
time Fuchow was being bombed two 
or three times a week, and after 
one of these raid, the Reds visited 
the Missionaries. They accused 
them if signalling to the attacking 
planes by radio and flashlights. 
“They generally made life miser- 
able,” Mr. Scratch explained. Then 
they began taking jf ouf on our 
Chinese colleagues. We simply had 
to get out of the country.” 

But that wasn’t as easy as it look- 


ed. After the Communists had 
done their best to unseat the 
missionarels they then made it 


exceptionally difficult, for them to 
leave the country. The closest 
rout, to Honk Kong was via Thesea, 
a three-day trip. Instead they had 
to travel overland, some of the 
trips taking as long as three weeks.

Received Honours In Canada, U.S. 


A doctor who became widely- 
known, not only locally but through- 
out Canadg and the United States, 
and received several awards and 
honours during his lifetime, passed 
away unexpectedly at his home in 
Chicsgo on Friday. 

Dr. Malcolm MacEachern was 
born at Argyle in 1881 and was 
educated at the Lindsay Collegiate 
Tustitute. He later taught at Hart- 
ley and Fenelon Falls, He studied 
medicine gt McGill University and 
following his graduation he became 
a resident physician. 

Io 1913 he becams superintend- 
ent of the Montreal Maternity Hos- 
pital and nine years later went to 
Vancouver as superintendent of the 
General Hospital in that city. 

Dr. MacEachern vecame president 

{ the American Hospital Associat- 
ion in Chicago, and in 1939 received 
the Award of Merit from that imsti- 
tution. He also was presented with 
the Golden Key of Merit from the 
American Congress of Physiother- 
apy. In 1950 a doctorate of law 
was conferred upon nim by McGill 
University. 

He is survived ov his wife, the 
former Fannle C. Brandon and a 
daughter Isobel, who resides in

When 
4 sizable opening had been made it 
was found by the burglars that a 
washroom was situated behind the 
wall, and not the safe. 

A sizable hole was then made in 
the office floor, which police say 
the crooks had intended to use to 
get into the top of the vault which 
they apparently had later discovered 
was on the ground floor of the 
building. 

Although the hole was of consid- 
erable size and damage to the floor 
extensive, the safe was undamaged. 

It was found that most of the bur- 
glar tools had been left in the 
store office, and Cpl. Bill Baluk of 
the Cobourg OPP was summoned 
lat once to lift any fingerprints 
which may have been left on them. 

Members of the staff began to 
check their stock this morning to 
see if any merchandise had been 
taken, but it was believed that 
nothing had been touched. 

Chief Hunter said today that he 
believes the entry was made during 
daylight hours since it would have 
been noticed if any lights had been 
turned on inside the building at 
night, and “they must haye spent 
a long time working on that wall.” 

Constable Fountain said he and 
Constable Bailey both checked the 
building last night but found noth- 
ing out of order and heard no 
sounds coming from inside. 

The last time the store was en- 
tered, the ~Wateves had gone in 
through a washroom window of the 
building, which has since been coy- 
ered by iron bars. At that time it 
Was believed that two guns were 
stolen from the sports department.

The present chairman of the 
Board of Works, Alderman Holtom 
stated that the sidewalks are clean- 
ed with horse-drawn ploughs, ani 
that there is a shortage of horses.

JOHN DIEFENBAKER RECOGNIZES 
THE VALUE OF OUR HERITAGE 

Tt was interesting to note the endorsement that 
that leading representative of the Progressive Conserva- 
tive party—John Diefenbaker—gave to Mayors Hick’s 
earlier expression of opinion concerning the preserya- 
tion of Lindsay's Town Hall. 

A few years ago there was a feeling in some quart- 
ers that we should have a new Town Hall. The forces 
which would have done away with this centre, which is 
historical in the life of the community although not an- 
cient by any means in terms of years, didn’t succeed in 
their mission and the idea was subsequently dropped. In 
stead, work was started within the Town Hall to improve 
and renovate it, thereby adding greatly to its appearance 
and serviceability. 

In view of the fact that the movement to do away 
with the Town Hall and “go modern” was successfully 
discouraged, it must have been encouraging to those 
who resisted the trend to hear what Mayor Hick and 
Mr. Diefenbaker had to say on the subject Monday af- 
ternoon. Taking his cue from Mr. Hick who had just 
declared his belief in the need for preserving such build- 
ings on historical grounds, Mr. Diefenbaker whole- 
heartedly supported the idea and more than that, expres- 
sed the view that preservation of our historical sites was 
a trait Canadians had not developed as well as our Am- 
erican neighbours. He urged that more attention be 
given to this matter so that we in Canada be not found 
guilty of wasting of our heritage. What better place 
to start than right around home? 

We look forward with interest to the removal of the 
paint from the Town Hall and the restoration of its or- 
iginal brick. This is another step in the right direction. 
The idea of destroying things just because they are old 
is wasteful ... restoration of the exterior with renova- 
tion of the fittings to meet modern demands is more to 
be desired. 


Others Say.. 


NUCLEAR CLOUDS DARKEN 

The American plans for new hydrogen bomb tests 
in the Pacific are likely to let loose a flood of protests. 
Informed people everywhere recoil at the creation of 
such dreadful weapons, and the news that still more 
lethal versions are to be tested can scarcely fail to cause 
dismay. Every advance in this respect puts into the 
hands of fallible man forces more nearly capable of 
destroying all life. 

Any protest, however, can influence only the forth- 
coming tests planned by the United States. There was 
no upsurge of revolution against Russian proposals to 
explode a weapon producing enough radioactive dust 
to contaminate the whole of Britain. There were no 
objections for the very simple reason that no hint of 
the project reached either the free world or the people 
of the Communist bloc until after the event. 

The Communists do not announce their intentions 
in advance. They reveal the accomplished fact only 
when it suits them to do so. They did not mention 
the bomb exploded last week until after it had been de- 
tected by instruments outside the border of Russia. 
Even now the site of the test is not known, and if some 
miscalculation should have caused villages or towns to be 
wiped out in some remote part of Siberia, the outside 
world would be left in ignorance of the fact. 

Surely there is a moral in this for the free nations. 
People in the Communist bloc are not given notice of 
what their rulers propose to do in developing weapons of 
mass destruction. Even if they did know and felt the 
gravest misgivings. they would not be permitted to ex- 
press their objections. The Communists are able to 
pursue their course free from the restraints of public 
opinion or of the instinctive longing of people for peace. 
This is a deplorable circumstance and one which in 
itself adds to the risks of war. 

But it also means that pressure against nuclear 
weapons reacts only on the free Governments. The 
Communist rulers are not affected. They are encouraged 
by outcries in the West. and they can so direct the re- 
sponse of their own people that protests are directed 
nst research into nuclear warfare by the free

Such a situation will persist so long as the Soviet 


bloc maintains the Iron Curtain against the entry of 
Western thought and suppresses freedom of expression 
internally. If pressure could be brought to bear equally 
against both sides. then the force of public opinion 
might achieve results. But in present circumstances it 
merely handicaps the free nations in their efforts to 


maintain a balance in deterrents.

RABIES WILL BE AROUND FOR AWHILE 

The response to the free rabies vaccination clinic 
being held in Lindsay’s Armouries during the past two 
days, concluding Tuesday p.m., has been encouraging to 


officials charged with protecting animal health. 


There 


have been several interesting things emerge from the 
outbreak of rabies in the district and the subsequent es- 


tablishment of vaccination clinics. 


fact that this is not a short 


Among these is the 
term outbreak. According 


to those conducting the clinic, all of whom are under the 
direction of the federal Dept. of Agriculture, Health of 
Animals Division, the disease has now become so wide- 
spread among wildlife that it isn’t likely it will be erradi- 
cated in the forseeable future. It is for this reason that 


the public is cautioned to 


report untoward incidents 


among wildlife to game officials so that every case or 
suspected case of rabies is brought to their attention 


and may be dealt with 


most 


expediently. In other 


words this is likely to be something with which we will 
have to live for a long, long time and only by eternal 
vigilance (not to be confused with useless worry which 
achieves nothing) can we hope to keep it from spreading 
to domestic animals with the attendant danger to hum- 


ans. 


In this connection, officials urge that farmers or 


hunters shooting foxes do not leave them exposed for 
other animals or fowl to prey on... If you aren’t going 
to dispose of them completely, leave them alone and not- 
ify your nearest game overseer, they urge. 

Another important point which dog and other pet 
Owners are urged to remember is that the vaccine given 
now doesn’t make it safe for these animals to run at 


large, 


It takes three weeks before immunity is built 


up and even then supervision is urged in the interests of 

minimizing the danger of spreading the disease. 
Rabies, as we now know them in these parts, gain- 

ed headway first in the barren Arctic wastes a few years 


ago when it was discovered 


depleting the fox population.

At that time it was lab- 


elled “Arctic Pox Disease” but its spread southward and 
subsequent investigations led authorities to properly 


identify it as “rabies.” 


The disease now seems to be making considerable 
headway in Durham, Victoria and Peterborough County. 
For the moment no cases have been reported from eith- 
er Haliburton or Ontario Counties although officials 
are not conyinced there aren't any cases in those parts.

time 


when municipalities 


should do two things: (1) rigidly enforce license regula- 
tions and bylaws governing dogs and (2) make sure 
there are adequate pound and dog-catching facilities to 


take 


care of strays. 


This is not to suggest that a hard- 


ship be worked on either dogs or owners, but simply that 
the general public welfare be protected by assuring the

THE TWO-YEAR TERM 
ONE YEAR TOO LONG 

A proposal advanced to have the two-year term 
for Council adopted in Lindsay has few points to recom- 
mend it for adoption and many which would indicate 
that it is not in the best interests of any community. 

During the last election there was evidence of con- 
siderable apathy on the part of the majority of electors 
towards the administration of the town’s affairs. A very 
small vote was recorded and the results, while represent- 
ative of the wishes of those who voted, could hardly 
be regarded as representative of the town’s eligible 
yoters because only a small portion of them went to the 
polls to exercise their franchise. If such apathy can 
accrue during the course of a one-year term, what 
might happen if the term of Council were extended for 
two vears? 

For example, suppose that’ during the course of 
the first year of a two-year term an issue of such im- 
portance as to arouse the interest of even the most apa- 
thetic were to arise and subsequent developments indi- 
cated a change of personnel was desirable, wouldn't 
the electorate be in a hopeless predicament? They 
would have nothing to do but put up with things as they 
were with no chance of altering the pattern for over a 
year. By this time the apathetic electors who had been 
momentarily aroused would probably have lost interest 
and perhaps added to their numbers by an attitude 
of “what's the use” which might develop. 

Those elected to Council need not worry about be- 
ing unseated if they are doing the wishes of the people 
and their work stands up to close scrutiny. A good 
man is seldom displaced even from public office by 
someone of lesser ability just for the sake of a change. 
We have had numerous examples of this right here in 
Lindsay. 

The cost of a municipal election can hardly be consid- 
ered grounds for advocating the two-year term because 
it is relatively small. 

As for the argument that there is barely time to get 
anything underway in one year, we can hardly agree 
with this unless there is a lack of will to achieve. Every 

- business operates on a year to year basis, the personnel 
may be changed at anv time, .. . advanced or dismissed 

. but this doesn’t prevent a continuing process of op- 
erations. True, one Council cannot obligate a succeed- 
ing Council to carry out its proposals but there are usu- 
ally enough survivors in any election to submit worthy 
proposals for reconsideration. 


DISUNITY REARS ITS HEAD 

The report of the recent meeting of the Victoria 
County Hog Producers’ Association has been followed 
by a number of conflicting statements and counter- 
statements but one thing emerges clear above all else . . 
there is danger of disunity creeping into the farm 
picture if it isn’t already there. 

The farmers in this district have for many years 
supported through taxation and other methods, the 
Federation of Agriculture. In more recent times the 
Farmers’ Union has undertaken organization work in 
the district, membership in which is by payment of dues 
similar to those collected by any trades union. The two 
organizations now seem to be engaged in a battle for 
support which more than anything else could endanger 
the farmer’s welfare. 

To pretend that the two organizations are working 
together is sheer hypocricy, to urge that the farmers 
carefully analyze any proposition which might tend to 
enslave them rather than emancipate them is, we be- 
lieve, good advice. 


The heavy frost which has been prevailing for 
some time beyond the Oder and everywhere in Bastern 
Europe has again set in motion the centuries-old migra- 
tion of the wolves. The Polish and Czech newspapers 
have for weeks been regularly publishing reports re- 
garding the activities of special hunting squads whose 
purpose is to bring to a halt the movement of the 
wolves towards the west. From Hast Prussia, Pomer- 
ania, Lower Silesia and the Sudetenland the success of 
the highly paid wolf hunters are constantly being re- 
ported. Yet it cannot be denied that the grey robbers 
are again wandering towards the west. 

At the present times Poland has the greatest 
trouble with the wolves invading from Russia, The 
Warsaw Party organ “Trybuna Ludu” has announced 
that alone in the woods around the provincial capital of 
Allenstein 46 wolves have been slain. The well-known 
East Prussian hunter Siegfried Moschner, shot the first 
“greycoat” this year in the district of Neidenburg (far 
to the south of Allenstein). Polish national pride nat- 
urally does not allow the German name of this hunts- 
man to be published. Wor purposes of propaganda his 
name has therefore been transformed into ‘Zygfryd 
Moszner” — although not in the Bast Prussian, news- 
papers. In Allenstein and Neidenburg this hunter is 
too well known, as he formed the most successful 
wold-hunting group on Polish territory. Four hunters 
in this squad are Germans. last year alone they shot 
32 wolves and received for this awards amounting to 
32,000 zloty, in addition to their wages. These high 
gratuities have been given since it transpired that the 
Polish hunting groups had no success.

Safety First.... 
BE CAREFUL ON FROZEN LAKES 

There is always a certain amount of danger in 
connection with log dumps or roads on the ice, espec- 
ially where mechanical equipment is in use. 

The following are examples of fatal accidents 
which have occurred in this connection in recent years. 

1. A small tractor was going across a lake on the 
ice following a road which had been made by horse 
drawn sleighs. It was intended to crush the snow down 
to allow the ice to thicken, Part way across the op- 
erator backed the tracotr, undoubtedly to change 
direction, and then started forward again. Just as he 


did so the ice gave way and the tractor sank, It hap- 
pened so suddenly the operator had no opportunity to 
save himself. 

2. The workman was sitting on the back of a load 
of logs on a horse drawn sleigh. It was the eleventh 
load to be placed on the landing and suddenly the ice 
fave way at the back of the load. He was thrown in 
the water and sank immediately. His body was recov- 
ered three quarters of an hour later. 

3. A heavy truck equipped with snowplow was 
plowing a road on a lake which had been used by 
thirty-five trucks for about twelve days. Suddenly 
without warning the truck broke through the ice and 
both driver and his helper were drowned. The ice was 
reported to be 14” thick. 

A well prepared ice landing saves times, trouble 
and is a safer place to work. —Bushland News.

If the speaker states that ‘‘as you all know” the re- 
ligious teachers Guadapada and Sankaracharya carried 
on a merciless campaign against Buddhism in the eighth 
and ninth centuries of the Christian era though they 
were themselves influenced by Buddhist ideas, it is 
safe to say that, apart from scholars familiar with East 
Asiatic philosophy, the audience has never heard of the 
aforementioned campaign. But the way in which the 
speaker introduces the subject implies that his hearers 
should know about it, and anyone who doés not has no 
claim to intelligence and ought to be ashamed. 

Then there is the speaker who refers to the well 
known as “the well-known’—“the well-known play- 
wright, William Shakespeare,” or “the well-known 
soldier, Montgomery.” This makes the audience feél 
that it ought to be playing with beads, or that it is wast- 
ing time listening to the speaker. 

Prominent speakers, such as Winston Churchill, 
the famous statesman, assume that their hearers are so 
informed that it requires ingenuity on their part to pre- 
sent the familiar in so refreshing and amiable a man- 
ner as to give the impression of a blinding revelation.

News of our forests 


The role that modern communica~ 
tion systems play in the supervision 
of forests in this district is unfloded 
in thig week’s forestry bulletin. 

Several jmproyements in the com- 
munication system ate reported by 
Forester D. A. Fawcett. Mr. Faw- 
eelt writes: -“On many occasions 
we haye been askea what type of 
communication we use for reporting 
fires, dispatching fire crews, con- 
tacting men on the fire’ line, inter- 
nal district messages and inter 
district, communicatiuns. In some 
cases these inquiries have been re- 
céived in the form of a complaint 
wnen ong of our radio stations 
breaks. in on top of a T.V_ or radio 
programme ‘in some person's home. 
Ir. order that the readers of this 
bulletin may-have a better idea of 
the type: of- communications used

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How to Make a Seed-box ' 
With Automatic Watering 


Bore a hole in the bottom of 
seed flat. 


When seeds are started in a 
seedbox, either indoors or out, an 
abundant and continuous supply 
of water is vital to their progress. 
This has been demonstrated by 
several years of scientific re- 
search ~ 

Methods of insuring an opti- 
mum water supply have been 
worked out which are now widely 
used in commercial greenhouses 
throughout the country. 

For amateur gardeners, sev- 
eral methods of automatic water- 
ing have been tested, and Dr. 
Kenneth Post, of Cornell univer- 
sity, who took a prominent part 
in the research in this field, says 
the best is wick-watering, by 
which moisture is supplied the 
soil in the seedbox from a pan be- 
low, lifted by a wick, just as oil is 
fed to a lamp. 

This may be used indoors or 
outdoors, if the seed box is pro- 
vided with drainage, which will 
prevent flooding in a rain. A wick- 
watered box is easily prepared 
-as the illustrations show. First, a 
hole is bored in the bottom of the 


box. Through this hole a wick 


eight inches long is drawn. The 


top of the wick is frayed and im- 
bedded in the soil which fills the 
box; the bottom drops into a pan 
below. As long as there is water 
in the pan, the soil will keep moist, 


Wick lifts water from pan 
below to soil above.

DIABETES, CHICKENPOX, AND

Today, continuing our chart of 
comon childhood ills, we will con- 
sider diabetes, chickenpox, and dip- 
theria. 
Diabetes is a deficiency of insulin 


(secretion of the pancreas) Which’ 


impairs the body’s ability to utilize

Suspect diabetes when there is 
weight loss for no apparent reason, 
increased urination, thirst and ap- 
petite. What parents can di is take 
the child to his doctor and haye his 
urine and blood tested for excess 
Sugar. The doctor will prescribe in- 
sulin injections and, if necessary a 
special diet. So far as its duration is 
concerned, there is no known cur2 
for diabetes but treatment can con- 
trol the disease sufficiently to en- 
able the diabetic to lead a relative- 
ly normal life. Possible complica- 
tions are coma (unconsciousness) if

Chickenpox is a contagious infec- 
tion of the skin and mucous mem- 
brane and is caused by a virus. It is 
to be suspected when there are mild 
cold symptoms and slight fever fol- 
lowed about 24 hours later by a 
pimply rash. Chickenpox blisters 
usually appear first on the palate 
(your doctor can see them) then 
Spread to face, chest and tmink. 
Some children have only 3 few: iso- 
lated blisters. Call your doctor and 
keep the child warm, in bed andi on 
a light diet. Omit bathing- and 
keep nails trimmed to prevent 
scratching. Your doctor can pre- 
Scribe medication to allay itching. 
Its duration {s from ten to four- 
teen. days with the first few days 
“spent in bed. The disease is con- 
tagious for one week after appear- 


‘| ance of last of the blisters. Possible 


|complication is scarring if blisters 
)are scratched and become infected. 
To prevent it, avoid contact with in- 
fected persons. If a child is ex- 
posed while seriously ill for soma 
other reason, he may be given in- 
jections of gamma globulin ot ward 
off the disease or make the case 
milder but this is seldom nceessary_ 

Diphtheria is a contagious infec- 
tion of the nose and throat caused 
by diphtheria bacilli (bacteria). It 
should be suspected when there is 
sore throat, fever, white patches in- 
side the throat and nose and oceas- 
jonally nosebleed or a thin pink 
discharge fro mthe nose. Call your 
doctor and keep the child warm, in 
bed and on a light diet. Your doc- 
tor can give antitoxin if necessary 
and prescribe various antibiotics and 
other medication, such as cortisona 
or glucose into the veins, as needed. 
Its duration is one week, in bed while 
fever Jasts. Disease is contagious 
for about seven days. If treatment 
is delayed, possible complications 
are heart disorders, swollen glands, 
kidney disturbances and choking 
from obstruction in throat.

Before his execution, he deshed 
off a farewell message to the jail- 
er’s blind daughter and signed it-- 
“From Your Valentine.”

If there’s a Valentine party on 
your schedule in the next few 
days, you can make a pretty cen- 
terpiece for the table from a small 
branch. 

Choose a branch that is simple | 
in shape and paint it with chipped 
soapuds, either white or tinted a 
delicate pink Plant, the branch 
in a low bowl.

HEALTH BOARD SEEKING 
HIGHER 1956 BUDGET 


Overspent by $1,000, Salk vaccine program 
ran bill up $775, expect more this year 


The members of Lindsay's Board | 
of Health have agreed that their | 
1956 budget will have to be substan- | 
tially increased over 1955 so that | 
the-Salk vaccine program can be| 
continued, and the dental clinic 
maintained’ as well. Last year's 
budget was overspent by an estimat- | 
ed $1,000. 

It was pointed out that during| 
1955, 744 school children received | 
two shots of the anti-polio vac- 
cine, with a cost to the town of 
$775. This year it is planned to 
give the third shot to these child-| 
ren, and also administer the treat- 
ment to all children from grades 
one to eight in the Public and Sep- 
arate Schools. This, it was estimated, 
will require the vaccine budget to be 
$2,500.

Health Nurse Miss E. M. Lowe 
presented her report for 1955 to 
the Board of Health, which indi- 
cated that few serious outbreaks of 
diseases struck Lindsay during the 
year and was commented upon by 
the members. Here {s her report:

Conjunc- 
Uvitis, 3; Gingivitis, 2; Pediculosis, 
4; Mumps, 6; Scarlet Fever, 2.

Rev. William March told “The 
Post” that the expansion plans call 
for a main vestibule at the south 
end of the church, new cloakroom, 
entrance to the gallery, and where 
the present tennis court is located 
-will be a one-storey community hall 
for the Sunday School classes of 
some 310 pupils, banquets, and oth- 
er social and church functions. The | 
‘main entrance at the south of the | 
church will serve as the entrance so 
‘both buildings, with the church 
body being to the right, and the 
‘auditorium straight ahead. 

Mr. March said that during the 
last week in February, there will be 
canvassers out to visit the members 
of the congregation, but he expects 
to have two-thirds of the members 
make their pledges voluntarily. 

He described the pledges as a 
“family plan” whereby members will 
pledge a weekly contribution to the 
building fund. He said that it has 
been estimated, that if the contri- 
butions, about $1.30 per family per 
week over an eight-year period are 
pledged, the program wil] not fail or 
becom, indebted. 

Mr. March said that on March 
4th., a Victory Sunday will be held, 
‘when the receipts of all the 
pledges will be tallied and computed 
either over an eight-year or five- 
year plan. 

“So far,” he stated, “we have only 
heard one dissenting voice to our 
expansion plan. Everyone else 


seems to be supporting it to the full- 
est, which is most encouraging.

I visited there with my 
sisters, Mrs. Taylor, Mrs. Dervsbury 
and Mrs. Carline and my brother 
Albany Greenhalgh. 

Forty years ago I sailed from 
England to Australia and New 
Zealang with the idea of settling 
in the south seas, but decided later 
to take up residence in Canada On 
this trip to New Zealand on the 
S. S. “Runic”, I was a fellow tra- 
yelier with members of the Scotch 
expeditionary fore, to the South 
Pole. Mr. Wild was in command

New Zealand. It will be remembered 
that Mr. Scott was awarded the 
V.C. at Zeebridge near Turkey in 
World War 1.

Cameron Man Writes Englehart Woman 
Giving Views On Blood Transfusions, 
Declares Act Justified By Scripture 


A Cameron man, Mr. Roy Perrin, 
has taken a decided jnterest in the 
recent tragic death of a young 
woman of Englehart, Ontario, who 
because of her beliefs as a member 
of the Jehovah’s Witness religious 
sect, refused to accept bloog trans- 
fusions which doctors say might 
have saved her life after having 
been injured in a motor accident. 

Mr Ferrin has written to the 
mother of the deceased woman ex- 
plaining his views on the matter of 
following one's firm convictions, 
and his interpretation of the Scrip- 
tures concerning bloog transfusions. 
He has handed “The Post” a copy of 
his letter reading as follows: 

“To Mrs. Rock, 
Englehart, Ont. 


“I was sorry to heat of the death } 


of your daughter, Mrs. James 
Grant, Under the circumstances, 
she evidently was conscientious in 
doing what she did in refusing blood 
transfusions. But conscience does 
not Justify @ wrong course if con- 
trary to the moral laws of God and 
man. 

“It is an easy matter for the 
conscientious to form conclusions on 
certsin ideals, especially when those 
ideale are backed up by an organi- 
zation. Conscience that {s not 
basec on sound reasoning, Scripture 
and common sense Is not to be 
taken as a Safe guide. 

“Y pelieve a caretul reading of 
th, enclosed article on blood trans- 
fusion will prove helpful to those 
who will use reason and common 
sense and who are not bigoted in 
their own convictions. 


“While we do not justify the 
course your daughter took, we can- 
net help but say she did the right 


her own conscience, I believe we all 
Wouid be helped if we would heed 
the divine injunction to “study to 
show thyself approved into God 
by rightly dividing the word of 
truth”, (11 Tim. 2:15). 

“When we do our best we can 
confidently leave our loved ones 
in the hands of Him who knoweth 
us altogether.

Mr. Perrin was refering to an 
artidle he hag prepared some months 
ago, which he entitled, “Are we 
v.olating Scriptures by giving blood 
transfusions in saving human life?” 

The article, which ;iberally quotes 
¢rom Scripture, reads in part: 

“To answer this question one must 
haye a proper understanding of 
the use of blood in scripture. In 
seripture blood is useq to make 
atonement for sin in the saving of 
life. In Liy. 17:11 we read: “For 
the life of the flesh is in the blood 
and T have given it ta you upon the 
alter to make atonement for your 
souls. For it is the blood that ma- 
keth an atonement for the soul.” 

“Biood is used in scripture to 
pictur, the most precious and sacred 
thing man possesses, life itself. The 
Israelites were strictly forbidden 
to eat blood as a food for human 
consumption, “For ‘t ig the life of all 
flesh, the blood of it is the life 
thereof, therefore suid I unto the 
Children of Israel, ye shall eat the 


thing by following the dictates of | 


bluog of no manner of flesh, for! 
| the Mfe of all flesh is the blood 
thereof whosoever eateth it shall be 
cut off.) Liv, 17:14. There is a 
yast difference in the manner and 
use of blood in eating it as a food 
for human consumption than the 
manner and use of making an 
atonement for the saving of human 
life. 

“If any of our beloved ones were 


our power to deliver them by donat- 
ing @ portion of our blood to save 
them from death, that blood would 
be sdministered as a life saving 
ordinance and not fis a food for 
human consumption. The life sus- 
taining vitamins derived from eat- 
ing blood reaches the system 
through the digestive organs, the 
remeining elements being eliminated 
as waste. Thus the blood as such is 
destroyed. Blood transfusion is 
given as a donation and is chan- 
nelied directly into the blood stream 
for the purpose of saving a life 
from death, Ther, 1s no similarity 
whatever between taking bloog into 
the system as a food for human 
esnstmption and administering it 
into the blood stream for saving a 
life from death. 


“We can be fully assured that all 
efforts towarq righteousness in ad- 
ministering to the needs of our 
fellow man by donating our blood 
to save a life from death, and doing 
good to all men ag we have oppor- 
tunity will lead ourselves and others 
| on the road to life, teace and good 
will toward all men." 


Bootlegger Fined $200, Costs, 
Chief Observes Record Better 


A Lindsay man received a fine of 
§200 in Magistrate's Court this 
morning, when he pleaded guilty to 
a charge of bootlegging. 

Sgt. Gordon Eberts, said in giving 
evidence on Sunday, February 
5th, he and Constable Wm. Mosley 
were observing an Albert St. S. 
home, when at 4.05 p.m. a green se- 
dan delivery truck pulled up in 
front of the house, a man entered, 
and a few minutes later returned to 
the vehicle and drove away. 

He testified that the police stop- 
per the vehicle, and when it was 
searched, found a bottle of wine 
concealed behind the front seat. 
When the man was taken to the 
police station, two more bottle were 
found in his pockets. 

Sgt. Eberts said that he and PC's 
Mosley and Henley returned to the 
home of the accused with a searcn 
warrant, and inside the front door 
they found two full bottles of wine, 
a part bottle, and an empty. In an 
upstalrs bedroom they found anoth- 
er two bottles of wine. The accused 
was arrested and later released on 


, bail. 

The accused told the Court that 
he had not sold the bottle to the 
other man, but had only given them 
| to him, “as sort of a replacement.” 

His Worship commented that it 
looked like the accused sold liquor 
in Lindsay and the other man in 
Peterborough. (The man had prev- 
jously been convicted of purchasing 
liquor other than specified under 
the Liquor Control Act.) 

The accused deniea having sold 
the wine, but when the man who 
was found with the bottles gave 
testimony, he said that he had paid 
$2.00 a bottle. 

“Well, there's a possibility I may 
| have forgotten that he bought the 
stuff, because at different times T 
have loaned out bottles,” sald the 
accused. 

Chief Hunter told the Court that 
the man’s record had been good 
recently and that he had a steady 
job. 

His Worship assessed a fine of 
$200 plus $5.50 costs or three 
months in jail. The fine was paid.

County Butter Production Down 


100-million ths. 


Creamery butter production in 
Victoria County was somewhat less 
in 1955 than it was during the 
PrevioUs year. There were 1,892,298 
pounds of butter precuceg last year 
Which was 51,831 Ibs. less than dur- 
ing 1954. 

Other neighbouring counties of 
Ontario and Peterborough also re- 
ported q slight production decline, 
although both Northumberland and 
Durham had an increase, 

According to the dairy report pro- 
vided by the Ontario Department 
of Agriculture, however, creamery 
butter production over the entire 
province was up 1:6 per cent on the 
year’s average, and December 1955 
sbowed an increase of 2.8 per cent 
on the same month the year before, 

Colq storage holdings of creamery 
butter throughout Canada at 
January Ist. 1956 were reported 
at 100,030,000 pounds as against 
91,025,000 twelve months earlier. 
Cheddar cheese stocks, howeyer. 
showed a decline for this comparison 
amounting to 38,295000 as against 
42,424,000 pounds ‘n 1954

AND NOW FOR THE RATE CUT.... 
The annual statement issued by the Lindsay Hydro 
Electric System has served to further raise the hopes 
~ of hydro consumers in town that they will soon be bask- 
ing in the sunshine of reduced rates. 


It will be recalled that at the inaugural meeting of 
Lindsay’s Council, Hydro Commissioner George Bald- 
win forecast a cut in rates would be forthcoming this 
year. He may have had a look at the books before the 
financial statement for the year’s operations was made 
public because it shows the Lindsay Hydro System 
earned a net profit of approximately $60,000 in 1955 and 
with this knowledge in his possession, his confidence in 
making the prediction can easily be imagined. 

A reduction In rates will be welcomed by everyone 
who uses hydro as is any change of pattern from the 
customary upward trend of the period. Now if we could 
anticipate lower telephone rates, water rates, taxes 
(with their subsequent effect on rents) and so forth, 
the Canadian dollar might eventually come into its own 
again. 


A CHALLENGING STATEMENT 

The charges levelled against the motor car indus- 
try in the Ontario Legislature on Friday by Arthur 
Child, PC member of the Ontario Legislature for Went- 
worth riding are challenging ones indeed. When a re- 
sponsible member of any parliament charges that auto- 
mobile manufacturers are more interested in “selling 
cars than saving lives’, he has thrown down the gaunt- 
let and a statement from the industry would appear to 
be warranted. 

Not having intimate knowledge of construction 
factors in modern cars, and therefore not in a position 
to deal with criticism such as Mr. Child makes from a 
technical standpoint, it can only be considered from 
the viewpoint of lay people alarmed at the antics of 
many people driving high-powered cars and an appalling 
toll of highway accidents. In this respect we can see 
some justification for Mr. Child’s statement to the ef- 
fect that “the automobile is the number one mutilator 
and killer today and Canadian streets and highways 
are simply not built for cars with high horsepower.” 
The statement doesn’t, however, appear to have been 
fully thought out because whereas it would be true to 
say that highways and streets are not designed to allow 
high-powered cars full flight, there are sections of high- 
way and portions of streets in many Canadian cities 
which require plenty of horsepower to negotiate with- 
out laboring the engine of a vehicle or snarling up traf- 
fic. It is therefore apparent that a need for power ex- 
ists as much as does a need for controlling it. 

What is true in connection with high-powered cars 
is that they permit speeds on normal stretches of road 
which are not only unwarranted and unnecessary but 
quite beyond the capability of either the highway or av- 
erage driver to cope with in event of an emergency. If 
any control were to be imposed on the output of power 
most people would no doubt prefer that it be imposed to 
retain horsepower but confine speed to a prescribed 
maximum by use of governors. Exclusions to such a re- 
striction could probably be conferred on doctors, ambul- 
ances and police, about the only agencies needing high 
speed and then only rarely would anything be gained by 
exceeding prescribed limits, 

There seems to be general agreement with Mr. 
Child that motor car manufacturers are not cooperating 
as fully as they might in the interests of public safety 
when they fail to design their products in keeping with 
related factors, At the same time it would be much 
more desirable to see the motor vehicle poducers re- 
strain themselves rather than be subjected to govern- 
ment controls, seldom a satisfactory arrangement and 
often spreading beyond the original intent. Not many 
drivers are likely to continue for long to condone feat- 
ures in cars which take an unnecessary toll of life and 


property damage. 


Mr. Child's words serve to point up the fact that 
there is a feeling abroad that more could be done at the 
manufacturer's level to promote safety on our highways. 
An arousal of public feeling such as shows itself here 


should not be ignored.

WHAT THE TOURIST MEANS 
TO HALIBURTON COUNTY 

The Ontario Department of Travel and Publicity 
has gone to considerable trouble to determine what the 
tourist means to Haliburton County and, judging from 
a couple of sheets of statistics which the department 
has submitted to the press, {t means more than most 
people realize. 

It is surprising for example, to learn that the esti- 
mated real estate yalue of 245 commercial resorts and 
4,200 private summer cottages is $8,896,925.00. This 
Haliburton summer property has a total assessment 
available for taxes amounting to approximately $1,138,- 
085.00. Now this of itself may not seem too significant 
but when ft is considered that the resident population 
of 7,762 (those who live there the year round) is aug- 
mented in summertime by 40,762 people (and these 
figures do not include people who visit the area and 
stay al private homes), the impact of the tourist on the 
county is obviously terrific. There is another interest- 
ing comparison made in these statistics which further 
serves to emphasize the role of the tourist in Haliburton 
County's economy: The total assessment of summer 
homes and commercial resorts is, as noted previously, 
$1,138,085.00 which is almost half of the county's total 
property and business assessment of $2,662,776.00. 

The financial impact of the tourist on the county is 
summed up in these estimates of spending in the area 
as arrived at by the department following a study of 
the economics of tourism in Haliburton: 

The total tourist spending yearly in the County of 
Haliburton is the total of amounts spent by the three 
types of tourist, for example: 
Commercial resorts of all types 
Private Cottage tourists ........ 
Thru-traffic, outdoor groups, visitors to 

private homes 
Total season tourist spending ...approx  $7,784,000.00 

The Municipal Directory, issued by the Dept. of 
Municipal Affairs provides us with two other figures 
concerning Haliburton County which are of statistical 
interest: It has an area of 492,540 square acres and is 
only served by 840 miles of roads and streets. By way 
of comparison, Victoria County, contains 585,693 
aquare acres and is served by 1,495 miles of roads. This 
gives some idea of the amount of available land and 
water area in Haliburton County which is as yet unde- 
veloped due to lack of roads. It would also seem to 
indicate that even greater tourist trade development 
may be anticipated, 

The benefits derived by Victoria County from trav- 
ellers to and from Haliburton County would no doubt 
be surprising if they could be measured. :

A FARCE IF EVER THERE WAS ONE! 

Asking the press to leave the meeting between 
members of Council and a representative of the Lake 
Ontario Development Association was a farce if ever 
there was one. The idea of asking the press to leave a 
meeting dealing with business relating to the town is 
ridiculous in the extreme unless we are scrapping the 
very essence of democracy ... the right of the press to 
sit in on, and listen to, public matters discussed in an 
up-and-above-board manner. In spite of the flimsy 
excuses we have heard over the years for excluding the 
pr from discussions concerning public business, we 
have yet to hear one which would hold water when ex- 
amined in the light of day. 

What makes last Friday's farce even more far- 
cica] is the fact that while the representative of one 
section of the press was excluded from the meeting, his 
immediate superior (who happens to direct the affairs of 
his newspaper) was permitted to remain in attendance 
because he wae representing the Chamber of Com- 
merce. Could we be expected to be convinced, eyen if 
we were to go along with the idea of holding closed 
meetings (and we never will), that this particular meet- 
ing could be considered ‘‘closed” in the full sense of the 
word? Or to rephrase this question, what is the sense 
of barring one section of the press while another Is par- 
tially represented? 

This appears to un to be a first class reason why 
two-year terms for Council are highly undesirable. 


SOMEBODY SHOULD HAVE HIS HEAD EXAMINED 

The Hewers of Wood philosophy is getting a good 
alring these days. In the meantime, however, we 
might have a look also at the theory that we ought 
to be sharpeners of Red Sickles; a nation which is 
being diligently sold as “good business” in the columns, 
the lobbies of Parliament and in the market places. 

This propaganda drive, oddly enough, has become 
strongest just at the moment when we are being prom- 
ised the most harrowing economic warfare against the 
Soviet powers. The fact that their ability to under- 
sell us, where it does exist, Is based largely on the al- 
most costless nature of their industrial raw material 
structure (incarcerated labour employed both in the 
mines and on major transportation construction) is, of 
course, glossed over. 

The real point is that we are now being asked, in 
the name of good business, to make it still easier for the 
Kremlin crowd, We are to ship the fruits of our New 
Dealish agricultural policiles—surplus fats and grain— 
to the Soviets, so as to enable them to continue em- 
ploying agricultural labour in industry. 

There Is a measure of insanity in these proposals 
which cannot possibly be explained within the realm of 
error and confusion. Canadian leadership, which has 
developed a remarkable facility for warning one mom- 
ent of the vast dangers and for following these warn- 
ings with suggestions of greater economie intimacy 
with the centre of dangers may, unknowingly we trust, 
be engaged in double talking us to death, 

It may be too late to ask for a soul-searching in 
the halla of government and Parliament. But it will be 
time to start it on a broad basis once the election post- 
ers go up on the telephone poles again.

Th re ideas which do not seem to have occurred 
to Magistrate Kenneth M. Langdon of Oakville when he 
proposed to subsidize iImprovident marriages and preg- 
nant brides whose homes have not yet been made fin- 
ancially Such subsidies would be nothing but 
a licensing of social irresponsibility—and a recognition 
by society that it is falling apart at the seams because it 
is no longer capable of maintaining economically re- 
spectable home life. We doubt that our social struc- 
ture has degenerated that far.

HERE'S TO YOUR HEALTH! 

The dream is becoming a reality and, like all dreams, 
changing slightly in the process. It is not a broad 
health insurance plan, it is hospital insurance. But, 
after all these years, the important thing is that we are 
going to have a beginning. 

There is no doubt that the burden of expense aris- 
ing from sickness today will be eased by the new plan. 
We regret, however, that Mr. Frost's recommendation 
for the inclusion of home care was not taken up by the 
federal government. 

True, there would be difficulties in immediate im- 
plementation of a home care service; existing facilit- 
jes and personnel may not be adequate to the demand. 
Problems like these can be worked out in time. 

But without home care, hospital services must suf- 
fer an undue strain, There are many kinds of illness 
today which can be treated in the home, at less ex- 
pense than hospital care. We have grown used to 
overcrowding in hospitals without the existence of a 
universal hospital insurance plan—what will the situa- 
tion be when we have such insurance? 

If our aim is to get treatment to our people at a 
price we can afford, home care js an essential service, 
We trust that Mr, Frost will not feel that his proposal 
has been defeated or put beyond reach, but will keep 
it before him as a means of achieving the true goal of a 
health insurance plan—the availability of early diag- 
nosis and treatment when health fails any one of us.

dences in Lindsay are to be inspected by the Fire Chief 


for adequate fire escape facilities. 


He said that a re- 


port of the findings of this inspection will be sent to 
the office of the Fire Marshall. 


It has been pointed out that 
there have been a number of third 
floor occupied premises, particu- 
larly in downtown Lindsay, whicn 
have only one means of escape in 
ease of fire. Fire officials have 
pointed out that ff a fire broke out 
in a building block, particularly on 
Kent St., the flames could spread 
very rapidly from building to build- 
ing, possibly by jumping from attic 
to attic, and could develop into a 
serious conflagration before being 
brought under control. 

It is for this reason, and’ others, 
that the Fire Marshall's office is 
vitally interested in having adequate 
means of fire escape available to 
those who live in third or fourth 
floor premises. 

The inspection is expected to com- 
mence within a few days.

Town Fire Dep’t, Water Services 
Have Colourful, Amusing History — 


‘The history of Lindsay's Fire De- 
partment, and the water services of 
the town, have been recorded in 
various loca, histories, But the 
following story Js remarkable in 
that it presents great detail | 
tells of the troubles involving the 
organization of a pumper system . . - 
and some of the amusing incidents 
which took place the first few times 
the new water system was used. 

A local historian, who recorded 
many of the forgotten facts of 
Lindsay, hag recorded these notes in 
a diary he prepared. They are writ- 
ten in beautiful script, Here is his 
story of one phase of Lindsay's 
history. 

“TI know not if Lindsay’s experi- 
ence in the early days of its history 
was exceptional or not as regards 
its fires and its fire-fighting ap- 
pliances, its record has been one of 
almost uninterrupted mismanage- 
ment and failure. 

“At the time of the “Great Fire” 
of 1861, there was ao organization 
for extinguishing fires except 
volunteers, with buckets. supplied 
with water from house wells 

“After the damage was done, and 
the business part of the town prac- 
tically wiped out, the Municipality

was found to be inadequate and not 
dependable, The tower or “stund~ 
pipe” as it sometimes is called was 
not kept full and in dry seasons, 
wher water wis used freely, it would 
be empty or nearly s0. 

“m winter It was allowed to freeze 
to such depth, it was useless in cose 
ot fire. After attaching the fire 
hose and waiting, ® messenger had 
to be sent down to the pumping 
house to start the pumps. To rouse 
up the men in charge and start the 
engines going all took valunble 
time. Next thing an electric alarm, 
connecting the Fire Hall with the 
pumphouse was installed and every 
thing was going to be lovely, but 
proved of little use.

CIGARETTES AND CANCER 


Just when people who smoke fairly heavily were 
beginning to relax slightly following the previous round 
of “scary” information relative to cigarette smoking 
and cancer of the lung, a new and even more disturbing 
report has come out of the south. United Press carried 
a story from St. Louis, Mo., on Monday of this week, 
which should at least receive widespread publicity. 


The Missouri chest surgeon who is quoted through- 
out the article says there is new evidence that cigarette 
smoking causes cancer, possibly striking hardest when 
a man (or woman) is over 45 years old. The surgeon 
and cancer expert—Dr. Evans Graham—is the same 
man who caused a sensation in 1950 when he annotnc- 
ed that cigarette tars caused cancer in one sf (¢ 
mice and he now claims that cancer has since be 
duced from tars in three additional strains of mice and 
in rabbits. 


Declaring that what he saw in his laboratory caused 
him to quit smoking, Dr. Graham reveals that he has 
discovered, among other things that there is a ‘half- 
life’ cycle in which cancer is obviously produced. 


The following statement on his findings will un- 
doubtedly cause heavy or potentially heavy smokers to 
take inventory. They may also cause many people to 
wonder if the Canadian Medical Association can be ex- 
pected to make a pronouncement regarding the sur- 
geon’s findings. It would, in the light of recent revela- 
tions, seem grossly unfair not to at least warn youthful 
heavy smokers of the risk (if such is established) they 
run by pursuing the habit. Here are some of Dr. Gra- 
ham’s observations as contained in the UP news re- 
lease: 


MEN OVER 45 
This “half-life cycle’ shows up in men who have 
passed their 45th birthday, he said. 


Mice, with an average life span of two vears, need 
ed a year’s steady application of cigarette tars to pro- 
duce cancer, he said. Rabbits, which live about seven 
years, need more than three years. 


VERY MALIGNANT 

Graham said experiments showed that cigarette 
tars produced “a most malignant variety (of cancer) 
which spread over the lungs, livers, and even the hearts 
of the animals.” 

Among men, he said, “We found most cancer cases 
start showing up after 45. Lung cancer today is the num- 
ber one medical problem among men.” 

FILTER BOOM NOTED 

Graham took note of the recent boom in filtered 
cigarettes and warned “If anyone thinks he can smoke 
twice as many cigarettes by using filters, he’s badly 
mistaken,” 

“They do help, but how much we don’t know as 
yet’, he added.

CNR Will 


nvestigate Cause Of Deraiiment At Lindsay 


Track Cleared 
By Auxiliary, 
Normal Again 


It was learned today that the as- | 
sistant superintendert of the CNR | 
at Lindsay—Mr. C. Goodenough— 
has ordered an investigation intc 
the cause of the derailment of the 
Haliburton train in Lindsay on 
Monday morning, and Mr. Good- 
enough will personally conduct the 
investigation proceedings. No date 
has yet been set, it was reported. 

“Sidewalk superintendants” by the 
dozens were on hand Monday after- 
noon to watch the proceedings as 
the huge auxiliary crane hoisted 
and jockeyed the derailed 225,000 
pound locomotive back onto its 
tracks. It was at 520 p.m. wheu 
the engine was towed to the CNR} 
yards .... 10 hours and 20 min- 
utes after it had jumped the tracks 
due, it was reported, to ice which 
had plugged the tracks at the Bond 
St. crossing. At about 5.55 the bal- 
ance ofthe train crossed the Kent 
St. intersection. 

It was noticed with great interest | 
the method used by the train crews | 
to get the huge engine in position. | 
The cantelever mthod was employ- | 
ed in part for this complicated | 
manoeuyre. | 

First the front end of the engine | 
was lifted into the air by the pow- 
erful crane and swung over the 
tracks. Then large blocks of wood 
were placed under the centre set of 
drive wheels while they wr suspen- 
ded in the-air-—When this was dome= 
the crane again lowered the front 
end of the engine, and with the 
centre wheels resting on th blocks, 
the principle of leverage caused the 
rear wheels to lift into the air. 

The rear wheels were then jock- | 
eyed over the tracks and lowered) 
onto the rails. Once again the front | 
end was hoisted and swung onto 
position on the rails. | 

This entire procedure took about 
three hours, since much blocking | 
and preparatory work had to be 
done before the engine was lifted, 
as its balance had to be retained. 

It was reported that cutting tor- 
ches had to be employed to free 
the huge driving rods on the en-| 
gine which traimmen said were 
frozen. 


The engine was then towed to the 
CNR yards, and immediately a yard | 
diesel engine was dispatched to 
bring in the 20 cars which had been 
behind the crippled locomotive. 


Railroad authorities today re-| 
ported that there was no apparent 
evidence of any damage having been | 
done to the tracks or the roadbed | 
where the acident occurred. | 

It was observed at elght o'clock 
this morning that the Haliburton 
train arrived in Lindsay on sched- 
ule, Engineer Wakeling was at the 
throttle of the engine.

NO SMOKING 

Notices which say No Smoking are still familiar in 
public places, but since the war they seem to be taken 
less seriously than before. We notice this particularly 
in trains where certain parts of the coaches are reserved 
for smokers, and the No Smoking sign is clearly display- 
ed elsewhere. But does anybody pay any attention to 
it? And do the train officials make any attempt to en- 
force it? The answer is a decided no. 

There are a great many people who smoke, but 
they have no right to disregard the convenience and the 
preferences of those who do not do so. And there are 
great numbers of people who enjoy smoking themselves, 
but who do not want to breathe in the exhaled smoke 
of other smokers for hours at a time. Nobody is forbid- 
den to smoke on trains; in the newer coaches there is a 
smoking section, closed-off from the rest; in older 
coaches there is a smoking room at one end of the car. 
And it is to these special places that smoking should be 
confined. If the railway companies do not mean fo en- 
force the No Smoking signs which are now in the trains, 
they should haye them removed. But to have to sit ina 


No smoking area of a train and breathe the smoke of — 


those who pay no attention to the signs is an annoyance. 
To say that many trains are air-conditioned is not to 
meet the problem. A rule is either a rule or it is not; a 
neglected rule creates contempt for all rules.

BIGGEST MINK AUCTION 

Buyers from U.S.A.,. France, Great Britain and 
West Germany attended the recent fur auctions in Olso, 
biggest yet to be held in the Norweigian capital. They 
snapped up about 90 per cent. of the 120,000 mink pelts 
offered for sale, both standard and mutation. Also put 
on the auction block were 17,700 blue fox pelts and 7,000 
silver fox, of which 80 per cent. were sold. A high of 
Kr. 150 was noted for blue fox, while pastel mink 
brought a top price of Kr. 225. This was the second fur 
auction of the season to be held in Oslo, with two more 
to follow. 

Norweigian fur farmers produced about 400,000 
mink pelts-and 70,000 fox pelts In 1955, of which all but 
10 per cent are slated for export, to gross some Kr. 40 
million in foreign exchange. 

According to the Oslo newspaper Aftenposten, Ed- 
mond Besnier of Revillion Freres Paris, said: ‘Norweig- 
jan pelts are very good and they are getting better every 
year. Your mink can compete with the best on the 
world market.’ And Max Weiss of New York said: 
“Norweigian mink has many distinctive qualities which 
makes it popular among Americans. Some of the muta- 
tions are superb.” —News of Norway. 


A WARNING TO THE CHRONIC CHEQUE ISSUER 

The chronic cheque issuer, the individual who uses 
the facilities of his bank for the payment of his ac- 
counts—no matter how small the amounts may be or 
how easy it would be to pay them in cash—probably is, 
today, paying more than he imagines for the privilege. 
Steadily, and widely, mounting operating costs during 
the past ten or fifieen years have forced the banks to 
charge depositors for services which, over a long period 
of years, many Canadians had come to believe were an 
inalienable right of bank depositors. 

Chequing is still permissable on savings accounts 
but cheques are subject to service charges based on 
the size of the account and other factors. It would 
appear, however, that the days of chequing on savings 
accounts are now numbered. In an address this week 
to the Canadian Club of Toronto James Muir, chairman 
and president of The Royal Bank of Canada, revealed 
that banking authorities have been giving consideration, 
and are likely to resort before, very long, to further 
changes in their policy with regard to bank services 
which would eliminate entirely chequing on the ordin- 
ary savings account, 

The idea behind the proposed change, he said, 
would bé to maintain savings accounts strictly for say- 
Ines and to establish a. new category of bank accounts 
to be Known ag “personal chequing accounts,” for which

Safe Driving Rally 


In the gymnasium of the Lindsay 
Collegiate, the Victoria County 
Federation of Agricuicure sponsored 
2 rally in connection with safe 
eriving week. The president, Hugh 


Davidson of Oakwood, acted as 
chaizman, 
The meeting opened with “O 


Canada”, and closed with the Na- 
tional Anthem. Three very fine 
films provided by the Ontario 
Saiety League were shown by Gor- 
don Atkinson of the L.C1I. staff. 

"The special speaker for the even- 
ing was Corporal Denniss of the 
Lindsay detachment of the Ontario 
Provincial Police.

No Public Statement 
On Liquor Advtg. 
Relaxation 


Toronto, Feb, 24 —(BUP) —The 
Ontario Liquor Control Board 
announced today that 1956 liquor 
permit books which go on sale 
March 1st will be usea for both this 
year and 1957, 

‘The Liquor Board also announced 
that there will be no public state- 


ment on whether wide-open liquor 


advertising is being considered by 
tne Ontario Government. 

At present liquor advertising can 
be printed in Ontario but must 
be mailed out of the province and 
then remailed back into Ontario. 
The same applies to radio and 
television advertising. The Canadian 
Broadcasting Corporation ts carry- 
ing liquor advertisements on United 
States programs picked up in this 
country, mostly sports shows. 

A Liquor Board official said the 
government wants to find out what 
can be done about the existing situ- 
ation before forming new policies 
and making any announcements in 
the Legislature. This research will 
not be completed before the end of 
the current session of the Legisla- 
ture.

It was a bright, crisp winter's morning Monday as 
C.N.R. Locomotive 5064, pulling 20 cars behind her, 
arrived in Lindsay from Haliburton. 
course was suddenly interrupted when the front wheels 
of the powerful engine being driven by Tom Wakeling © 
of Lindsay, struck a patch of ice at the Bond St. inter- 
section of Victoria Ave., and jumped the tracks. By the 
time the huge machine ground to a stop, all of its 
wheels were derailed, and it had travelled a distance of 
more than three car-lengths, coming to rest at a pre- 


carious angle over west side of the road-bed. 
oO

The conductor of the train, Mr, 
ferry Ryan of Haliourton, saiq thea 
train was running a little late dua 
to the heavy snow which had fallen 
ver the north country during the 
weekend, but that it was travelling 
very slowly at the time of the derail- 
ment. 1 

“It was a good thing too,” he 
Stated, because a few inches mor@ 
might have toppled the engine over 
on its side, causing a serious acci< 
cent.” 


Eoth the engineer and the con- 
ductor agreed that the ice packed 
into the tracks at the Bond St 
crossing were responsible for the 
engine being derailed 

The long train tied up rail traffia 
on the line for mest of the day, 
since it could not te put back on 
tite tracks until the arrival of the 
wrecking crane from the Torontc 
yarcs. Of the 20 cars. only four 
were full, and the passenger coach 
at the rear carried fcur passengers, 
Who were transporteq the short 
distance to the station by railroad 
authorities. l 

Mctorists in Lindsay found that 
Bond and Francis Sts, were blocked 
by the train all morning, although 
the Colbourne St crossing was just 
barely cleared by the last car on 
the train. 

Tie two brakemen on the train, 
Charles Hodgson and Carl Kent 
both of Lindsay, said that the lina 
would be completely tied up until 
the engine was hoisted. back on 
the tracks. It was pointed out 
that the same train was normally 
expecteq to leave for Haliburton 
again at noon, The engineer said 
that he doubted if little or any dam- 
age resulted to the locomotive 
because of the derailment. One 
whee! appeared to have gouged inte 
the left front cylinder 


HOW DID IT FEEL? 

Asked how it felt when he saw 
tis locomotive was leaving the rails, 
Engmeer Wakeling sald it ail hap- 
pened so fast, there was little he 
could do but hang on. He said he 
thought the’ engine wag going to tip 
over, “So I kept my head inside and 
wished I was someolace else.” 

He said the locomotive came to a 
halt in a relatively short space of 
time, which was a distance equalling 
the combined length of the engine, 
tender, a eaboose and one boxcar, 
‘The train, being southbound. at the 
time, was deraileq towards the 
west, and when it stopped, the left 
wheels were touching the right hand 
tracks, The right wheels wera 
partially down the =mall embank- 
ment and considerable snow and ice 
had been chewed up by its great 
weight. Strangely enough not even 
the tender of the locomotive left 
the tracks — just the locomotive 
itself, 

It was not immediately known if 
any of the ties were damaged by 
the engine’s wheels passing over 
them None of the cars were de- 
railed. 


Meny railroad employees were 
Noticed around the scene this morm- 
ing, attracted by the news of the 
accident, and the comments directed 
at the train crew in many cases were 
ibala and humorous. One man, 
driving a small English car, yolun- 
teered to pull the train back on the 
tracks, His offer was declined.
